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FORENOTE 


The original purpose of this work was the collecting of 
data regarding llichael Bash Hartzell and his wife Nancy ‘wor- 
man Stauffer Hartzell, of Rock Island County, Illinois, and 
their descendants; data to be incorporated, with much other 
material, in a HISTORY OF THE HARTZELL FAMILY IN AMERICA, 
which was to be published at some future date by the National 
Association of Hartzells in America. 


As the publishing of that book seems to be indefinitely 


postponed, it has been decided to arrange the material concern-— 


ing the line of Michael and Nancy Hartzell into typed manu- 
script form for the family of the compiler and for the uSe of 
the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution. 
While gathering this material, other miscellaneous data was 
collected of allied families, including: Bash, Stauffer, Wor- 
man, and Shallenberger. This additional data has been included 
in the present work, as it will be of interest to the family 
and may be of interest and help to persons searching for ances- 
tors by those names. 


The Revolutiscnary claims on Hartzeli, Stauffer, iiorman, 
and Shallenberger were established by Dr. J(oseph)Culver Hart- 
zell, genealogist, formerly of Blue Ash, Ohio, who was a memb- 
er of the National Society, Sons of the American Revolution, 
and of the Institute of American Genealogy; and was one of the 
founders of the Hartzell Association. This compiler has enjoy- 
ed the privilege of studying some of the genealogical notes of 
Dr. Hartzell covering three years preceding October, 1932. 
These notes are now the property of his nephew, Karl Drew Hart- 
zell of New York State. 


The collecting of family data was begun as early as 1880, 
by the Right Reverend Bishop Josevh Crane Hartzell, who was a 
Son of Michael Bash Hartzell and the father of Dr. J. Culver 
Hartzell. With the assistance of his son and a friend, a great 
deal of material had been collected by the 1920s. This material 
‘Was, unfortunately, destroyed; but after the death of the Bish- 
oP ree his son, Dr. Hartzell, began to again collect fami- 
y data. 


His notes consist of quotations from: published authorities; 
letters from genealogists and friends who had conducted research 


for him in local published and unpublished archives; church re- 
cords, etc; both of this country and in Europe; letters from 


members of the family containing reminiscences and data of their 


- branches of the family; and from unpublished family records, in 


his possession, including the German Lutheran Bible used by Adan 


Hartzell and his wife, Catherine. Bash Hartzell, the parents of 
Michael Bash Hartzell. 
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Most of the data predating Michael and Nancy Hartzell, on 
the Hartzell, Stauffer, Worman and Shallenberger lines, also a 
small part of the Bash data, are from the notes of Dr.Hartzell, 
although most of the Bash data and some of the other early data 
was collected by this compiler from other sources. 


The material regarding Michael and Nancy Hartzell and their 
descendants, nearly all of which was gathered by this compiler, 
is from various authentic, unpublished sources, including the 
Family Bible of Wichael and Nancy Hartzell and the Family Bibles 
and Family Records of their children and grandchildren. These 
written records have been supplemented by statements of living 
grandchildren and great grandchildren, who had knowledge of the 
facts of which they spoke. 


Acknowledgement is made of the kindness of Karl Drew Hart- 
zell in granting this compiler permission to use the genealogi- 
cal notes of his uncle, Dr. J. Culver Hartzell. 


The compiler's gratitude is due to her aunt, lirs. Fred A. 
Burgston of ioline, Illinois, who, in 1942, was the possessor 
of many of the original records and has also given valuable 
assistance in establishing facts. 


Thanks are also due to.many other members of the family 
Who have contributed their data and encouragement to the com- 
piler; to Miss Margaret Waters of Indianapolis, who had done 
much of the Bash research; and to Miss Susan Kachline of Beth- 
lehem, Pennsylvania, who did much of the research in Northamp- 
ton County, Pennsylvania for Dr. Hartzell, and whose knowledge 
of the records and locale has been of value to this compiler.

HARTZELL 


The Buropean roots of the Hartzell Family in America 
have not been definitely established (1932). It is thought, 
however, that the family and name originated in or near the 
Harz (Hartz) Mountains in Germany. Th:sS mountain range, ex- 
tending north-west by south-east, is located in Prussia, 
Brunswick, and Anhalt, and forms a part of the dividing line 
between High and Low Germany. 


Near the north foot of the Harz Mountains, on the sum- 
mit of Burgburg, in the Duchy of Brunswick, are the ruins of 
the ancient Castle of Harzburg, famous in German history. 
This castle, home of Harzl von Harzburg, Baron of the Holy 
Roman Enpire, was built about 1064-69; was destroyed by the 
Saxons in 1074: was rebuilt, destroyed again, and again re- 
built. It finally fell to the House of Brunswick and, after 
the Thirty Years War, was allowed to fall into ruins. 


Kention is also made of an ancient Castle of Herzburg on 
the southwestern side of the Harz Mountains, near the town of 
Herzburs in ths Province of Hanover. This may be the same cas- 
tle as that above, for Hanover was long connected with the 
Brunswick family, and doubtless the boundry lines of the two 
provinces have been changed many times. 


A Coat-of-Arms is shown in PLANCHES DE L'ARMORIAL GENERAL 
by Rietsap, which was granted in the early days of heraldry, 
Probably in the llth century, to a feudal clan, von Herzel or 
Herzelles. In this Coat-of-Arms, the shield has only one charge, 
the chevron; the descrivtion being: Shield gules(red);a chevron 
or(gold). The chevron denotes protection and is also a symbol ; 
of honor. The symbolism of the colors red and gold is: courage, 
generosity, and elevation of the mind. 


The Reichbaronnes von Herzeels of the Lower Rhine Valley 
are mentioned in KNECHKES HANDBOCK OF NOBILITY which says that 
they took their name from the village of Hersel near Bonn, and 
that from the year 1200 this clan had its "headquarters", the 
“House Hersel"” in Cologne on Sassenhof, and that it owned, in 
the Rhineland,the estates of Bodenhein, Laurenzberg and Vochem. 


A branch of this clan went to Flanders, called themselves 
Herzeele and founded the town of Herzeele. Another branch went 
to Eolland, where the Baron van Herzelle became distinguished 
Guring the Spanish occupation. There was also a branch, von 
Herzeie in Burgundy, France; a Swedish branch that returned to 
Pomeronia,Germany; and an English branch that became prominent 
in military affairs of the 17th century. These branches used 
Coats-of-Arms with the chevron still remaining, but the shield 
quartered with other charges as was done in cases of intermar- 
riage with other titled families.

A different Coat-of-Arms is shown in SIEMACKERS WAPPENBOOK 
(Public Library of Berlin, 1929) for a Bavarian branch of the 
family, one granted in 1548 to Lienhart Hertzel, Wirth to Aus- 
burg. This shield was of silver, charged with three red hearts, 
two above and one below. Part of the Bavarian branch remained 
Catholic during the War of the Reformation. 


From which one of the many branches of the Hartzell family 
in Europe the American immigrants were descended, or how close- 
ly they may have been related to the nobility, it 1s impossible 
to say from facts obtainable at this time (1932) 


There is a legend among descendants of John George Hertzel 
of Lower Saucon Township, Bucks (now Northampton) County, Penn- 
Sylvania, that he was one of four Hartzel brothers of the fan- 
ily of the Counts Palatine, rulers of the Palatinate (German 
Pfalz) who came to America because of religious persecutions.* 


Although records are not available to prove - or to dis- 
prove this legend of nobility, it does seem certain that most 
of the Hartzel immigrants to America came from the Palatinate, 
and that they all were of the Reformed Faith, the first Protes- 
tant faith, founded by Martin Luther, followers of which were 
being persecuted in the Palatinate during that time. 


The Upper Rhine Valley around Heidelburg and Manhein,chief 
cities of the Palatinate, had been devasted and impoverished by 
helf a century of wars; and the people had been oppressed and 
persecuted by a government professing different religious faith 
from theirs. William Penn and his emissaries had visited the 
continent of Europe promising these opressed people civil and 
religious freedom in his Colony of Pennsylvania in America. 


But it was for economic and political reasons as well as be- 
cause of religious persecutions that people of this district in 
southern Germany fled to America by the thousands during the ear- 
ly 18th century. These emigrants traveled down the Rhine River, 
usually,and shipped from Rotterdam and other ports in Holland. 


They often came in cclonies, headed by their minister and 
their schoolteacher, starting with all materials and implements 
necessary for establishing homes and industries (particularly 
farming) in the wilderness. But hundreds lost all their world- 


ly goods by having them stolen or loaded on the wrong ship in 
& crowded port. 


According to Strassburger in WHAT PENNSYLVANIA GERMANS 
HAVE DONE FOR AMERICA: "The German immigrants were not the pau- 
pers of the old world. Many were well-to-do, and some Were even 
titled personages. But thousands were robbed and otherwise cruel- 
ly treated on the voyage to America, and cast into virtual slav- 
ery by the redemption systen, as they plunged into the wilds” of 
the country they had chosen for their new homes.

Some of the immigrants had been political or religious 
refugees in Europe, finding sanctuary in Switzerland before 
coming to America. Apparently some of the Hartzels were among 
these, for some of them came over with Swiss colonies and 
some of their children had been born in Switzerland. 


The Hartzel immigrants,as shown in Rupp's NAMES OF 30,000 
GERMAN IMMIGRANTS TO THE PORT OF PHILADELPHIA, and in PENN- 
SYLVANIA ARCHIVES, all arrived on ships listed as carrying 
Palatines. 


The earliest recorded Hartzel immigrant was Adam Hartzel, 
who came in 1690, and received a land grant from William Penn. 
Tradition says that he came over with Penn. 


Between the years 1727-1750, over 20 persons by the name 
of Hartzel arrived in America through the port of Philadelphia, 
the males over 21 years of age being taken to the Court House 
to swear allegience to the King of Imgland and the Proprietors 
of Pennsylvania. These names, due to difficulties of English 
clerks in understanding and spelling the German names, are 
Spelled on the records in many ways: Hertzel, Hartzel, Herzel, 
H8ttel, Hottell, Hertzell, Hartzliek, Hartslich, Hatslin, 
Hezelarin, Hertsell, Stertzell, Nersel, Hurtze], and Hertzer. 


In colonial records in the PENNSYLVANIA ARCHIVES, in church 
records, etc., the name appears as: Heartzell, Hatzell, Hertzel, 
Hartzel, Hartzell, Herzel, Hirzel, Hartsle, and various other 
Ways. 


All these Hartzel immigrants settled in Pennsylvania, and 
the larger part of them in Bucks County. Due to that fact; to 
the scarsity of records; the variety in the spelling of the sur- 
name; the similarity of given names; and the custon of giving 
two baptismal names and dropping one in common usage; there has 
been great difficulty in postively establishing family lines. 


Especially has there been confusion between the family of 
George Henry Hartzell of Perkasie Manor,Rockhill Township,Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania (ancestor of Dr.Ralph Beaver Strassburger) 
whose Plantation was known as "Harts All", and who was commonly 
known as Henry; and the line of John George Hertzel of"Herzels 
in Saucon", Lower Saucon Township, Bucks (now Northampton) 
County, Pennsylvania, who was commonly known as George. 


This is the story of John George Hertzel and some of his 
descendants.

FIRST GENERATION - The Immigrant Ancestor 


John GeorselHertzel, born 1691, Germany, died 1755(?), 
Northampton County, Pennsylvania; married in Germany, Barbara 
(?), born Germany, died in Pennsylvania. 


On September 21st, 1727, 109 Palatines, with their fami- 
lies, about 400 persons, imported on the Ship William & Sarah, 
Wm.Hill,Master, from Rotterdam last from Dover,England, arriv- 
ed in the port of Philadelphia and appeared at the Court 
House before the Board of the Provincial Council,all males over 


21 years of age making the following oath of allegience: 


"Ye subscribers, natives and late inhabitants of the Pal- 
atinate upon the Rhine and places adjacent,having transported 
ourselves and families into this Province of Pennsylvania, a 
colony subject to the crown of Great Britian, in hopes and ex- 
pectations of finding a retreat and peaceable settlement there- 
in DO solemnly promise and engage that we will be faithful 
and bear true allegience to his present MAJESTY, KING GEORGE 
THE SECOND, and his successors, kings of Great Britian and 
will be faithful to the proprietor of this province; and that 
we demean oursclves peaceably to all his said Majesty's sub- 
jects,and strictly observe and conform to the laws of England 
and of this Province, to the best of our understanding." 


On the list of immigrants by Rupp in his 30,000 NAMES, 
appear the names of Hans Georg(John George) Hertzer, and of Ul- 
rich Hetzell, who is listed as “sick,on board". The name of G. 
M. Weis, V.D.M. is also on this list. He was, for many years, 

& minister of the Reformed Faith in Pennsylvania. 


In 1727, the Upper Consistory of the Reformed Church in 
the Palatinate, sent to America this Rev. G. Michael Weiss, 
with a number of people migrating from the Palatinate. They 
formed a Consistory at Skippick in the uvper part of Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania. Among those who came at this time were: 
Hans Jer.Herzels, 4 in family, and Ulrich Hartsells 2 in fam- 
lly.(Ref.:. MINUTES & LETTERS OF COETUS OF GERMAN REFORMED CON-- 
GREGATIONS IN PENNSYLVANIA, by W.F.Hinke, Reformed Church Pub- 
lications Board, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, pages 21-28) 


The term Skippack was used to apply, roughly, to the terri- 
tory drained by the Skippack River and its tributaries. It may 
be presumed that the men of the Skippack colony explored much 
of the nearby countryside, searching for suitable places for 
homes. John George Hertzel may have made several "settlings" in 
the Skippack-Saucon-Franconia-Tohicon-Hanover neighborhood, be- 
fore deciding which were most desirable. 


The HISTORY OF LOWER SAUCON TOWNSHIP, NORTHAMPTON COUNTY, 
PENNSYLVANIA says: “The first settlers that at present can be 
traced were, Nathaniel Irish and Isaac Isselstein about 1720-25.

Others such as Matthew Riegle,Rudolph Oberly,Christian Lambach, 
Jacob Sheimer,George*Haertzell" etc. “came about the latter 
time." “About the latter time"could well mean about 17e7. 


When Franconia Township, Philadelphia(later Montgomery) 
County ,adjoining Skippack,was organized in 17351,tue petition ; 
was Signed by “the inhabitants living near and about the branch- 
es of the Skippack and Perkiomy between Salford and the Buck 
County line". George*Hertzel was one of the signers. George* 
Hertzel paid Quit Rents in Franconia Township before 1734. 


On April 23rd, 1735, the following Land Warrant was issued 
to George*Hertzel: . 


PENNSYLVANIA, 88: 
BY THE PROPRIETARIES, 


At the request of George 
Hatzell of the County of Bucks that we grant him to take up 
Three hundred Acres of Land near Sacoon Creek adjoining to 
Frederick Schold & Francis Bloome in the said County of Bucks 
for which he agrees to pay to our Use the sum of Fifteen 
Pounds Ten Shillings current money of this Province for eac 
Hundred Acres and the yearly Quit-rent of one naif-Penny 
Sterling for each Acre thereof: THESE are to authorize and 
require thee to survey or cause to be surveyed unte the said 
George Hatzell at the place aroresaid, according to the Meth- 
od of Townships avpointed, the said quantity of 300 Acres 
that hath not already been survey'd or appropriated, and make 
Return thereof unto the Secretary's Office, in order for a 
further Confirmation, for which this shall be sufficient War- 
rant; which Survey, in. case the said George Hatsell fulfill 
the above Agreement within six Months from the Date thereof, 
Shall be valid, otherwise to be void. 


GIVEN under my hand the lesser Seal of our Province, at Phil- 
adelphia, this 23rd day of April Anno Dom. 1735.

The PENNSYLVANIA ARCHIVES, Third Series, Vol. 24, pages 
131-134 give: George Hatzell, 300 Acres, April 23, 1735; and 
George Hartzell,Jr., 200 Acres, September 27, 1737. These were 
adjoining tracts of land in Lower Saucon Township as shown in 
the release deed of land of George Hertzel,Jr. (page 14) 


* Nete: We often find, among these early immigrants, that a man 
having two baptismal names such as John George, would drop the 
first name and be commonly known by the second given name only. 
Such seems to have been the case with this man, as he appears 
in most of the records simply as ~ George Hertzel.

The following Land Warrant is also of interest as it loca- 
tes George Hertzel at Tohickon, where church records are found 
of him and his family: 


PENNSYLVANIA, ss: 
BY THE PROPRIETARIES, 


WHEREAS, George Hertzel of 
the County of Bucks hath requested that we would grant him to 
take up one hundred Acres of Land Situate at or near Tohickon 
adjoining Solomon Buckstuhls Land in the said County of Bucks 
for which He agrees to pay to our Use the sum of Fifteen Pounds 
ten Shillings current Money of this Province, for said one Hun- 
dred Acres and the yearly Quit-rent of One Half-Penny Sterling 
for every Acre thereof; THESE are, therefore to authorize and 
require you to survey or cause to be survey'd unto the said 
George Hertzel at the Place aforesaid,according to the Method 
of Townships appointed, the said Quantity of 100 Acres, if not 
already survey'd or appropriated, and make Return thereof into 
the Secretary's Office, in order for further Confirmation; for 
Which this shall be your sufficient Warrant; which survey, in 
Case the said George Hertzel fulfil the above Agreement within 
six months from date hereof, shall be valid, otherwise void. 


GIVEN under my hand and Seal of the Land Office, by Virtue of 
certain Powers from the said Proprietaries, at Philadelphia, 
this Second day of March Anno Dom. 1742.

Other land warrants issued by the Proprietary Government 
of Pennsylvania indicate that sons and grandsons of John George 
Herzel took land in neighboring parts of Bucks County, the 
northern part of which became Northampton County in 1752. 


The earliest Church Records of this vicinity are those of 
the Goshenhoppen Reformed Church, which was served in 1735-38 
by John Henry Goetschy, leader of the Swiss colony of 1734; 
and for years of 1748-61 by Rev. Weiss, leader of the original 
Skippack colony of 1727* < 


Ulrich Herzel and his six sons attended the first Commu- 
nion conducted by Rev. ‘vYeiss in 1748. Ulrich may have been a 
brother of John George Hertzel as they arrived in America on 
the same ship in 1727.

That John George Hertzel and his wife Barbara had several 
other children (including a daughter Barbara who married his 
neighbor Frederick Scholl*) appears from the following records 
of Tohickon Reformed Church, 1745-48, Vol.1, under Baptismal 
Records by Rev. John Comrad Wirtz:

If these were also, as appears to be the case, children of 
our George Hertzel, it would seem probable that Barbara was his 
second wife, and not the mother of his three oldest children(or 
four, if Barbara Scholl be included), unleas she was extremely 
young when married. If the Bible dates for nis birth(1691) ana 
his death(1755) are correct he would have been 65 years old 
when Mary Elizabeth was born, and it would apvear that the 
youngest child, Maria Margaret, was born sometime after his death. 
However, the Bible records were written by his grandson, Jonas, 
many years after his death, and an error of a year or so could 
very easily have been made by the writer. 


This Tohickon Church record is the last positive record we 
#Note; Frederick Scholl settled,1734,where Hellerstown is now, 


just a mile south of the George Hertzel tract.(See article:

have of John George Hertzel and his wife Barbara. 


Those of his descendants who believe the legend that John 
George Hertzel was of the nobility believe that: he came to A- 
merica, 1727 with a part of his family,settled in Skippack or 
Franconia Township,then returned to Germany, 1731 or 1732 for 
the remainder of his family; that on his second trip to America ~ 
he traveled under his title of Pralzgraf, being, in fact, the 
same person as the Georg Palsgraff who arrived in Philadelohia 
on September 11, 1732 with Palatines imvorted in the Ship Penn- 
sylvania, Jno. Stedman, liaster, from Rotterdam, last from Piy- 
mouth,England; and that the Anna Héttel and three Héttel boys 
under 16, Georg, Johannes and Heinrich, whose names appear on 
the passenger list, were his wife and children.* 


Several records of the Pfalzgraf appear in the Goshenhop- 
pen Church Records along with entries of John George Hertzel. 
On October 31st,1736,Hans Jorg Pfalzgraf and wife Anna Barbara 
acted as sponsors to Johan Josg Eberd, son of Philip and liaria 
Catrina Eberd. Under entries made by Rev. John Henry Goetschy, 
we find: 1738,Mar.2,Jonn George Pfalzgraf,died, son cf Georg 
Pfalzgraf, age 2 yr.5 mo. This is confusing, but could have 


been a grandson, son of Georg Héttel who accompanied his to A- 
merica in 1732. 


The will of Jorg Palzgraf, blacksmith, of Hanover Township 
Philadelphia County, written May 30, 1757, probated August l, 
1757, lists his children as: sons, Henry, George and Jacob; 
daughters, Eva, Barbara, Mary, Froncea(Fronica), Margaret, and 
Christina the oldest daughter, married to Paul Bover(Bower). 


According to this will, Barbara the widow, was to inherit 
1/3 of the estate and to have the use of the Plantation, 189 
acres of land lying in Hanover Township,until Henry arrived of 
age unless she remarried; the estate to be divided equally be- 
tween all the children when Henry reached the age of 21, he to 
inherit the Plantation and to pay the others their shares in 
yearly payments. If he died without heirs, Jacob was to inherit 
and if he died without heirs, George was to inherit the Planta- 
tion. Other land, located in Northampton County, part of which 
he had bought from Michael Evert and part of which he had taken 
from the Proprietors, was to be sold to his son-in-law, Paul 
Bover, for 100 pounds, the additional value of this land to be 
the inheritance of his oldest daughter, Christine, wife of Paul 
Bover. This land was in Lowhill Township formerly a part of Bucks 
County. Before the estate was settled in 1762, Barbara, the wid- 
ow, had remarried and her name was Trombower. 


*Note: The COMPENDIUM OF AMERICAN GENEALOGY, Vol.IV,publ.1930, 
gives Dr. J. Culver Hartzell as descended from the Pfalzgraf, 
and the Barons von Herzele. His notes show that in 1930 he be- 
lieved this to be true, but that in 1932, he was still search- 
ing for proof.

It must be admitted that there is a strange similiarity 
in the names of these two men, the places where they lived, 
and the dates of their deaths, the names of their wives, and 
the names of their children; which facts might lead one to 
think them the same person:

The order of births of children of George Palzgraf is not 
given, but it is presumed that the Henry who was to inherit 
the Plantation was the oldest son. If se, and as the will says, 
he was not yet 21, then the sons of this familly were younger 
than the children of John George Hertzel, for we know that his 
sons George and Jacob were born 1714 and 1716 respectively, and 
that they were living in Lower Saucon Township in 1757. Lines 
of their descendants have been traced. 


However, if these were children of the same man, the will 
would explain why the land of John George Hertzel in Lower Sau- 
con Township was vacant in 1762. And, if so, the fact that 
George, Jr. and Jacob were settled with land of their own, 
might be the reason that Henry, in reality the youngest son, 
was to inherit the Plantation. Especially might this have been 
the case if Henry, being the youngest son, were the only son of 
Barbara, a second wife, as is suggested on page 8. 


On the Tax Lists of Frankford and New Hanover Townships, 
Philadelphia(later Miontgomery)County for year of 1774 we find:

That a descendant of Georg Platzgrove(Palzgraf) continued 
to use the name of Platzgrove Guniel some have thought to be a 
corruption of the title,Pfalzgraf) instead of reverting to the 
use of the supposed family name of H&Uttel(Hertzel) seems con- 
Clusive proof that John George Hertzel and John Georg Palzgraf 
Were not the same man. 


As far as is known, John George Hertzel left no will, and 
no record has been found (1932) of any probating of his estate,

4f he were not the same man as John George Palzgraf. His place 
of death and place of burial are not known. He may be buried 
in the old Burying Grounds at Shimmersville, with other pio- 
neers of the neighbornood.* 


The date of his death as written by his grandson, Jonas 
Hartzell, of Allentown, in the Bible Records quoted below, may 
not be entirely correct as they were written many years later. 
(Bible owned by Miss Lois Hartzell of New York City or by her 
mother, Mrs. Theodore Hartzell of Kearney, Nebraska.)

John George“Hartzel,Jr. (John George,Sr.) b.1714,Germany, 
died January 21,1762, Eastep,Northampton County, Pennsylvania, 
married about 1736,Lehigh County(?) Catherine(Katrina Schmet- 
zer,widow?) born Miarch 1,1713, died September 17,1790, Lower 
Saucon Township, Northampton County, Pennsylvania. 


John George Hartzel,Jr., the oldest known son of John 
George Hertzel,Sr., is thought to have been one of the "4 in 
family" who came to America with his father in 1727. Like his 
father he dropped his first given name of John and usually is 
known as George Hertzel,Jdr. 


In 1737 he received the following grant for land that ad- 
joined the land of his father, in Lower Saucon Township, which 
is mentioned in PENNSYLVANIA ARCHIVES (as quoted on page 6)

The Saucon Creek flows north and empties into the Lehigh 
River at Freemansburg, a few miles east of Bethlehem, Pennsyl- 
vania. Just east of Freemansburg, the river makes a curve to 
the north around South Mountain. The land of George Hertzel,Jdr. 
was located about a mile east of Saucon Creek on the slope and 
in the valley south of the mountain. A large spring on his land 
fed a tributary to Saucon Creek and is the water-right mention- — 
ed in various transfers of the property. 


On a corner of this land, where Aople Butter Road from the 
east meets the east branch of the north and south road between 
Freemansburg and Hellerstown, sprang up a small village of a few 
buildings, called Hertzels, Hertzelstown, or hertzels Town, and 
appearing in old records as “Herzels in Saucon". This part of 
Bucks County (Lower Saucon Township) became a part of Northamp- 
ton County in 1752.* 


At Shimmersville, where Apple Butter Road meets the west 
branch of the north and south road, which is the main road be- 
tween Freemansburg and Hellerstown, was the old grist mill built 
before 1740 and mentioned in old Moravian Records.This old mill 
“capped by a later structure of frame"was still standing in 1931. 


The Saucon Church was located at Hertzels"between Freemans- 
burg and Hellerstown"as early as 1747. Records show that in that 
year it sent Anthony Lerch as delegate to a meeting of the Synod 
of the Reformed Church held in Philadelphia. The Records of the 
Lower Saucon Church were begun in 1756, but the births of the 
children of George Hertzel,Jr. and wife Catherine,from 1737 to 
1751 inclusive,are among the first entries. Catherine is buried 
in the Lower Saucon Church Graveyard. The record on her tomb- 
Stone reads: Born March 1, 1713, died September 17, 1796.

*Note: Hertzels in Lower Saucon Township (south of the Lehigh 
River) should not be confused with Hartzels in Bethlehem Town- 
Ship(north of the river) which is now called Newburg and is lo- 
cated where the road between Easton and Bath crosses that be- 
tween Bethlehem and Nazareth.Here,at the crossroads stood the old 
Inn built in 1760,operated by Jacob Hertzel(brother of George, Jr) 
and later by Jonas,son of Jacob. The land of Jacob ran from this 
corner to the Drylands Churchyard at hecktown where he is buried. 
His son,Jonas Hartzel,was sheriff of Northampton Co and filled a 
number of prominent positions during the Revolution.In later life 
Jonas bought an Inn at Allentown and is buried there. There is 
Still an Inn at the crossroads in Newburg. A descendant of Jacob 
Hertzel,iir.Elmer Kriedler,who now lives just opvosite the present 
day Inn,said in 1931 that Hartzels was later called Newburg, be- 
cause, as it sat on a hill, the pioneers approaching it from the 
south, called it New Burg (hill or mountain).

Papers with the D.A.R. claim of Miss Hattie King Owen of 
Sycamore Shoals Chapter of Bristol, Veamentas say that George 
Hertzel,Jr. married, 1736, in Lehigh County, Katrina Schmetzer, 
widow; and their daughter Susannahmarried, 1791, Joseph Owen 
born 1750. For authority she quotes the records in the Book of 
the Congregation of the Ausburg Confession belonging to the 
Lutheran Church on the Delaware River from 1750 to 1750, at 
Which time it went out of existance and the Hertzel family went 
to the Reformed churches in the neighboring townships. 


Miss Owen's claim lists the children of George Hertzel as 
they are listed above, but her data of him and his wife seens 
to be confused with data of a younger George Hertzel of Heliers- 
town, a Revolutionary soldier who married the widow, Mary Mag- 
daline Schmetzer. His will was probated in Hasion in 1789. 


Tne following is the translation of the will of George 
Hertzel, made in 1757, and following the will is the affidavit 
of witnesses to his signature, which was made after his death 
in 1762. This affidavit has been cailed a probate, but is not, 
in the strict form of the word. 


In the name of Jesus, Amen. Since I the undersigned, have 
been visited with sickness, by God Almighty, who is Lord over 
Death and Life, and therefore do not know when he may take me 
away from this most miserable world, I consider it my duty to 
make my last will and as to what shall be done after my death 
with all my earthly things I leave behind.And this is my well 
considered, unaffected and earnest will, viz: First, my wife, 
Caterine Hertzel, shall have the right claim on all real and 
personal, and shall manage the same with her best Judgement 
and good sense as God may give her, as long as she does not 
marry again. In case she should marry again, she. shall have 
only the right to manage the property real and personal until 
the youngest child is of age. Second, it is my earnest, un- 
affected and well considered will that my children shall obey 
their mother in every way and help her until they are of age. 
In case the mother should marry again, the children shall be 
compelled to live with her only until they are big enough to 
learn a trade. Third, after my death, not one of my children 
Shall have more that the others, all shall have equal paris. 
This is my well considered, unaffected and earnest will, and 
I want same executed after my death, as aforesaid, and I have 
placed my name under this in presence of witnesses. So done

“Lohrsackenheim (Lower Saucon Home, or Place) probably 
was the name given by George Hertzel,Jr. to his Piantation, or 
farm, as was often done by these early settlers. The Rev. Egidius 
Hecker was pastor at both the Tochickon and Saucon churches. The 
Tohickon Church Records state that George Hertzel and George 
Heckman were drowned at Easton on January 2lst, 1762, and buried 
on January 24th. Place of burial not mentioned. Their graves 
have not been found in the Tohickon or Saucon Graveyards. 


It will be noted that the vhraseology of the above will is 
indefinite, that no definite division of the property is made, 
and that no provision is made for the widow. It is probably that 
this was not considered a legal will.We find that in the follow- 
ing Release Deed made by the heirs in 1769, it is said that 
George Hertzel died intestate, and Catherine the widow is men- 
tioned as Administratrix instead of Executrix as under a will.

The will of Jacob Gross, who died in 1791, divided his es- 
tate of 300 acres between his two sons, Jacob Gross, Jr. and 
Frederick Gross; Frederick receiving the 200 acres of the orig- 
inal tract. A part of this, Frederick Gross and his wife, Cath- 
erine, sold to Jacob Oberly, leaving about 128 acres, which is 
about the size of the tract as it is today. 


On the death of Frederick Gross in 1811, the 128 Acres, 2 
quarters and 25 perches were sold to Isaac Shimer for $9,623.50. 
Jesse Shimer inherited from his parents, Isaac and Susanna Shin-. 
er in 1823 and sold it to Jacob Brummer for 39,409.50. Jacob 
Brunner, merchant of Easton, and wife Maria,- in 1859 sold it to 
John Knecht of Lower Saucon, whose will, March 1891, left the 
land to his dauchter, Sarah J. Knecht. Her brother, Howard R. 
Knecht, Executor, “late of Shimmerville", confirmed to A. S. 
Knecht, April 29, 1891 for $10,000,00; and A. S. Knecht, attor- 
ney-at-law, and wife, confirmed to Howard R. Knecht the next 
day, April 30, 1891, for $10.000.00. 


In 1915, Howard R. Knecht of Bethelem, sold the land for 
$80,000.00 to the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, which at that 
time planned to buila there. This was not done, however, and 
the land was used for a tenant farm until recently (1943) when 
Bethlehem Steel has enlarged its plant and part of the exten- 
tion is “out Apple Butter Road". 


In all these conveyances the property is identified by the 
Water-right, the spring. The original home of John George Hert- 
zel probably was near this spring, but the exact site has not 
been located. (History and description of property from liiss 
Susan Kachline) 


The road running from east to west across this land is 
Called Apple Butter Road. Toward the west it divides into two 
parallel roads which join again near Shimmersville. On the oval 
plot of ground thus formed, between the Upper and Lower Roads 
, facing down Avple Butter Road, now (1932) stands an old stone 
house, said to be 150 years old. On the gable end of the house, 
mear the roof, on a tablet like inset, are the letters "F. G.” 
very plainly to be seen, near the top. "F. G." undoubtedly 
Stands for Frederick Gross, the owner of the property from 1791 
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HARTZELL & ALLIED FAMILIES 


to 1811. Under the "F.G." are some figures, not decipherable, 
and some more letters, which appear to have been a first ini- 
tial and a last name. 


This old house, built about 1782 according to tradition, 
was probably the home of Jacob Gross and his wife Magdalena, 
whose estate was called "Grosstone" in the deed from the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, 1782. Catherine Hertzel, widow of 
John George, Jr. and mother of Magdalena, is suvposed to have 
lived here until her death in 1796. Jacob Gross in his will, 
mentions the room belonging to his mother-in-law, Catherine 
Hertzel. 


A letter written April 10, 1882 by Colonel John Hartzel 
of Newport, Perry County, Pennsylvania to Rev. J. C. Hartzell, 
says, in part: 


"My Dear Sir- 

Yours of the 7th just received. Your request to 
send you all the principal points of the Hartzels in America. 
I will what I received from my father and from my uncle Henry 
Hartzell. My great grandfather" (John George,Jr.) “emigrated 
to America before the Revolutionary War. He settled in North- 
ampton County. There was a small town built on part of his 
land and for a long time went by the name.of Hartzellis Town 
In later years the name of the town was changed to eee 
Town and from that to Youngmanstown. I have an old map of the 
state of Pennsylvania in which I find among other towns the 
mame of Hartzellstown. My great grandfather had seven(7) sons, 
Six located in different parts of Pennsylvania as follows: 
George Hartzell, my grandfather located in Adams Co. on the 
Opossum Creek eleven miles north of Gettysburg. He had six 
sons, all of them with the exception of my father and my un- 
cle Jacob lived and died in or near the old homestead. 

"My uncle Jacob went west somewhere about the year 1820. 


He settled in Ohio. He had two sons, Jesse and Josiah. My fath- 


er came to Perry County in 1823 where two of my brothers, Sam- 
uel and Michael,and myself, still reside. My brother Adam went 
to Iowa in 1844 where he still resides. 

"My grandfather' six brothers located as follons: One 
brother remained with his father in Northampton County. Na- 
than Hartzell purchased land in Lucern Co., Pa. near Wilkes- 
Barra. Another of the brothers settled in Northampton Co., 
near - Another brother settled in 
The other two went to Westmoreland Co. One of them was named 
Adam. One of the two last named was a bachelor ........ 


This writer says that John George,Jr. had seven sons, but we 
- find record of only four - those mentioned in the Release Deed 
as John, Frederick, Adam and George - the-last mentioned being 
the grandfather of the writer cof the letter. It is suggester 
-that some of those mentioned in the letter may have been cou- 
-sins instead of brothers to George III(grandfather of writer) 
-Bible records quoted on page 11 is of family of Lucern County.

“Adam Hartzell,Sr. moved from eastern Pennsylvania and set- 
tled in Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania in 1794. A deed from 
Wm.iicGary,Sr. to Adam Hartzell,Sr. recites that a tract of land 
Was patented by John Penn the older and John Penn the younger 
on June 14, 1794 to im.icGary,Sr. and by him conveyed to Adam 
Hartzell,Sr., Nov.6,1794. (Deed Book 8, p.310) 

~ "On August 29,1808, Adam Hartzell,Sr. divided the above 
tract among his sons, Adam,Jr.,John George (my grandfather), 
John , and Leonard. Hartzeli......" (Deed Book: 8;pp. 31), 312; 313) 

‘Adam Hartzell,Sr. built a stone house on the above tract 
in which I was born. A tablet in the gable was marked ' A. H. 
1804'. The dwelling stood for nearly 100 years. 

- "The above tract of land was located on the head waters of 


Sewickly Creek in Mount Pleasant Township, Westmoreland County, 
Pennsylvania." 


The above is quoted from a letter written by George S. Rumbaugh 
of Greensburg, Pennsylvania, July 19, 1929, to Dr. J. Culver 
Hartzell. John Adam Hartzel,Sr. paid $663.00 for the land men- 
tioned,which contained 500 acres and was located about 6 miles 
from Greensburg, county seat of Westmoreland County. 


From the time the family moved to Westmoreland County the 
name was spelled"Hartzel". The next generation added another”1". 


The following letter from M.(Michael Bash) hartzell of Mo- 
line,Rock Island County,Iillinois, to Mr.John(Col.) Hartzell of 
Newport,Perry County,Pennsylvania, also gives information re- 
garding Adam Hartizel,Sr. and his sons:

Noth- - 
ing could have afforded me more pleasure than to have greeted 
you and formed acquaintance with you and talked about our 
forefathers and the name of Hartzell,as you stated that your 
great grandfather came from Northampton Co.,Pa. So, too, my 
grandfather" (Adam,Sr.) "came from the same place. He moved 
from there, I should think, about the year 1790, as I often 
heard my father"( Adam, Jr.) "tell about their moving over the 
mountains, he being but a boy. My grandfather located lands 
in Westmoreland Co. 6 mi. from the county seat where now loc- 
ated Greensburg. My grandfather's name was Adam. He had four 
sons. My father's name was Adag,Jr. John moved to Ohio, lived 
and died near Canton. The other three settled each on part of 
the old farm, George, Leonard, and my father. George's family 
mostly live in the same county still .......

Of the four sons mentioned, George(John George) was the 
ohly one who remained: permanently in Vestmoreland County.Some 
of his descendants are given in THE CYCLOPEDIA OF WESTMORELAND 
CO.,PA., by Gressham. Hazel Marie Kreinbock Peohle (lirs.H.F.), 
Detroit, Michigan, is a member of the D.A.R. on Revolutionary 
service of John Adam Hartzel,Sr. through this son, John George 
born 1787, died 1874, married Susanna Lauffer. 


-Adam Hartzell,Jr. moved to Rock Island County, Illinois, 
in 1835, and it is said that John moved to near Canton, Ohio. 
We have no further data of this John Hartzel, born 1774 (or of 
Jonathan, born 1782). The will of Jacob Shuve of Unity Town- 
ship, Westmoreland County, dated August 14,1810, mentions his 
daughter, Feronica, wife of John Hartzel. 


Leonard also moved west. In 1813 according to Westmoreland 
County records, Adam,Jr. and George Hartzell gave secutiry to 
enable their brother Leonard to sell his land. The signature 
of his wife, Esther, could not be obtained as she had "eloped". 
In 1822 the records show a release deed from Leonard Hartzell 
of Start County, Chio to his brother George of Mount Pleasant 
Township, in settling of the estate of Adam Hartzell,Sr. 


THE GREENSBURG GAZETTE (Westmoreland County) for January 
9, 1824 (copy found in State Library at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania) 
carries a notice of the death of Adam Hartzell,Sr. stating that 
he died in his 77th year at lit.Pleasant Township after a linger- 
ing illness of nearly 12 years. It further states that he was 
an old and respectable inhabitant of Westmoreland County".

Adam Hartzel,Jr.was probably John Adam,Jr. If so, he drop- 
ped his first name of John as did his father, grandfather, and 
great grandfather,for all records found mention him simply as. 
Adam,Jr. It was during his lifetime that the surname was first 
Spelled Hartzell and that spelling was adopted by descendants. 


According to his own story as repeated by his son(vage 25) 
he was “but a boy" (10 to 13) when his parents and family moved 
from Northampton to Westmoreland County,prior to November,1794. 
In 1808 he received his share of the land in Mount Pleasant 
Township which his father, John Adam,Sr. at that time divided 
among his four sons. Adam Hartzell,Jr. lived on this land until 
he and most of his family moved to Illinois in 1835, 1836, and 
Succeeding years. 


Among notes of Dr. J. Culver Hartzell (1929) we find: 


"Luther's German Bible was used by the Hartzells and the 
One owned by Adam Hartzell is now in the possession of Dr. Jd. 
Culver Hartzell. This copy contains dates of marriage, birth, 
death and other data of the family of Adam & Catherine Bash 
Hartzell and were copied from the original records by Nichael 
Bash Hartzell in 1838. This edition was published in 1798". 
He quotes this Bible data as follows:

A letter written January 10th, 1883 by Adam,Jr.'s son, 
Michael Bash Hartzell.of Rock Island County, Illinois, first 
part of which was quoted on page 25, continues:

Finally 
all the family but my oldest brother (he lived and died in 
Pittsburgh) moved to Illinois. I have three sisters living, 
four brothers. John and myself live here. Dr. I. N. lives in 
Desmoin, Iowa. Abraham lives in Denver, Colo. I find men of 
the name of Hartzell in Davenvort, Iowa, just across the 
Paver x j.0An some of the name in different parts of the 
country woes @ hardy, well-to-do, well disposed set of men. 
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The “oldest brother (he lived and died in Pittsburgh)", 
according to itichael Bash Hartzell, was probably Martin Bash 
Hartzell b.danuary 8,1807. Apparently this Martin Bash Hart- 
zell stayed in Pennsylvania, for we find that he appeared as 
one of the witnesses in the lawsuit BASH vs BASH, which was 
tried in Greenburg, vestmoreland County,Pennsylvania, 1849. # 


The John mentioned in the letter as living living in Rock 
Island County in 1883, was John Bash Hartzell, born June 7, 
1812, whose daughter, Mrs. Minnie Wiltamuth, wrote in 1930: 


"My father was John Bash Hartzell, one of ten children, 
five girls and five boys, who came to Moline, Illinois, 
except my father who settled on land twelve miles further up 
the river and there his ten children were born. All have 
passed away except myself. Father was born in 1812 in Penna., 
and passed away in 1892 .... 


Mrs. Burgston, a granddaughter of Michael Bash Hartzell, 
writes in 1942; 


"Grandpa had 2 brother, John Hartzell, who lived around 
Port Byron or Waterman.

This age of 48 for John B. Hartzell is probably an error, 
as all other records show that John Bash Hartzell was born in 
1812, and so would have been only 38 in 1850. 


Bishop Joseph Crane Hartzell, a son of Miichael Bash Hart- 
zell, writes in 1925: 

" yee. In 1835 my father and a brother and sister went 
to Illinois, Rock Island County, and took us several farms 
in Rock River Valley near the present site of iioline ..... 
The next year father and mother were married and they, with 
Several of Father's brothers and two sisters and their hus- 
bands migrated to Rock Island County. Besides father there 
were Abraham, Isaac, John and one or two other.brothers ..." 


Michael's brother Abraham was a chaplain in the Civil 
War. His four sons, Cyrus, James, Frank Asbury and Abraham,Jdr. 
also served in the Civil War. The following data regarding A- 
braham is compiled from the Census of Rock Island County,Ill- 
inois for 1850 and 1860, and from THE PERSHING FaxILY IN AMER- 
ICA, 1749-1924, by E. J. Pershing, 1924, page 351 (to be found 
in the Indiana State Library)

Michael's brother Adam Bash Hartzell,b.1814, 
d.April,1847,was the fifth brother who came west to Illinois. 
He is buried in the Hartzell Cemetery in Moline.(See page 36)

Nothing is known of the other children of Adam Hartzell, 
Jr. A claim is made by Miss Bernice Burket of Wichita,Kansas, 
that she is descended from the first born son, John Hartzell. 
Her data will be found in Miscellaneous,pvage 74. However it is 
believed that our John Hartzell,born 1801,died in infancy, for: 
we find that another son,born 1812, was given the name John 
Bash Hartzell and was known as John Hartzell; also Michael Bash 
Hartzell says that his oldest brother, the only one who did not 
come west, lived and died in Pittsburgh, and we know that his 
Older brother, Martin Bash Hartzell was in Pennsylvania in 1849 
and testified in a lawsuit to events taking place there over a 
number of years preceeding that date, which would show that his 
home was in that part of the state. (See BASH data, page 81) 


When Adam Hartzell,Jr died, his son Michael Bash Hartzell 
bought out the other heirs and became owner of his father's 
farm in Rock Island County. . 


The following is from notes of Bishop Joseph Crane Hart- 
zell,son of Michael Bash Hartzell and grandson of Adam,dr.: 


"In a beautifully shaded graveyard on a hill overlooking 
the Rock River Valley and on the farm where I was born, I saw

the tombstone of my father and mother and also of my grand- 
father and grandmother ..... 

"On the tombstone of my paternal grandfather and grand- 
mother is the following:

March 15 - In Moline,Rock River conference, at the resi- 
dence of her son,liichael Hartzell, Catherine Hartzell,widow 
of Adam Hartzell - who died ten years ago - and daughter of 
Martin and Catherine Bash. 

We believe mother Hartzell was born in Pennsylvania, as 
we find her youth and early life were spent in Westmoreland 
county, in that state. She was among the pioneers of that 
then new country; remembered many scenes of Indian troubles; 
but would dwell with delight upon her early experiences in 
religion. The family to which she belonged were of the first 
fruits of Methodism in that county. On the first day of the 
year 1800 she was joined in matrimony to her partner in life, 
and then removed to another part of the country. The people 
of her choice were not to be found conveniently,and she join- 
ed the Lutherans. With them she remained till the year 1831, 
when herself,her husband,and most of their large family,were 
brought to a saving acquaintance with the blessed Redeemer. 
In 1855,the parents,with most of the children and grandchild- 
ren immigrated into Rock Island County,I1ll., then altogether 
&@ new country.Here the family and a few kindred spirits were 
formed into a class. Mother Hartzell almost closed her three- 
score year and ten,and did patiently wait till her deliverer 
came to take his exile home.During the last winter she failed 
under the weight of many years of toil and anxiety, till the 
leth of March, from an apoplectic attack. She sunk fast, and 
Spoke but little;but when roused to sensibility she gave the 
fullest assurance that all was well.

Michael Bash Hartzell was the first to spell the family 
Surname with two 1s. This spelling was adopted by others of 
his generation and their descendants continue to spell the 
name hartzell. As far as is known Michael never used his mid- 
dle name of Bash,and he abbreviated his first name using only 
the initial "M". In all existing examples of his signature, he 
has signed simply "M. Hartzell".

Michael was by trade a carpenter and cabinet maker. In 
1832 he prepared a “Bill of Rates" for joiners, the title 
page of which read: 


BILL OF RATES 
Appointed by the 
House Joiners of the 
County of Indiana 
Adopted in the Year 1825 
Done by Michael Hartzell 
November 17, 1832 


In 1835 he“zot the western fever" according to his letter 
quoted on page 27, and, accompanied by his parents, two broth- 
ers and a sister migrated to the Rock River Valley in Illinois, 
where they settled on adjoining farms. At this time, Michael 
built a plastered cahin, the first plastered dwelling in all 
that section of Illinois. 


The next year he returned to Pennsylvania and on May 5th, 
1836, he and Nancy Worman Stoffer(Stauffer) were married by 
Rev. Wesley Smith in Blairsville, Westmoreland County, Pennsyl- 
vania. This is according to their Family Bible which, with 
much other source material is now (1942) owned by a granddaugh- 
ter, Hrs. Fred.-A. Burgston of Moline, Illinois. 


_. The notes of Dr. J. Culver Hartzell, a grandson, say that 
the ceremony was performed by Rev. Wakefield. 


A few days after the wedding, Michael and his bride, with 
a party of relatives and friends from near Blairsville,started 
on a six weeks journey to new homes in Illinois. They traveled 
by canal boat to Pittsburgh, then by steamboat down the Ohio 
River and up the llississippi to the mouth of the Rock River in 
Illinois.* There,five or six families settled on rich Rock Riv- 
er bottom land, about two miles from Black Hawk's "Watch Tower} 
paying 31.25 an-acre for their land. (HISTORY OF ROCK ISLAND 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, page 371) 


* Note: Among this party were the families of Mark Frick, Abe 
Frick (whose wife, Mana Clara, was a sister to Michael), 
Spencer, and Case (whose wife Catherine was Michael's 
Sister) and, according to letter on page 28, several brothers 
of Michael. The Spencer family was not related, and the Mark 
Frick family was not related at that time, although later one 
of the Frick sons married Maggie Rugh, who had been raised by 
her aunt, Nancy Stoffer Hartzell after the death of Magzie's 
mother, Mary Stoffer Rugh, a sister to Nancy. Mary Stoffer 
married Daniel Rugh in 1836, the same year that Nancy Stoffer 
married Michael Hartzell, and the Rugh family may have been 
among the party which came west in that year. 

(See STAUFFER, page 101) 
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The plastered cabin to which Michael brought his bride, 
stood near an old Indian trail. Nancy had brought with her 
from Pennsylvania, an iron stove, the first in that neighbor- 
hood. The bread that she baked in the oven was particularly 
delicious, and a novelty to the Indians who aften stopped at 
the cabin as they went by on the trail. Nancy always gave 
some of her bread to these visitors, even if it was the last 
she had in the house. One day a big Indian brave brought four 
ponies and wanted to trade them to Michael for his "Squaw who 
make bread". (Story from Mrs. Burgston, 1942) 


Nancy and Michael Hartzell lived in this cabin for a few 
years, then moved to Davenport, Iowa, just across the liississ- 
ippi River and lived there for a few years. 


In 1840 Michael's father, Adam Hartzell,Jr. died. Soon 
after that date Michael bought out the other heirs to his 
father's estate and moved back to Rock Island County, Illinois. 
The United States Census Report of Rock Island County for 1860 
gives: Michael Hartzell, 4900 Acres. 


It is said that Michael, about this time, built tne first 
‘two-storied house in Rock Island County. This house had grazed 
Windows, which were unusual at this time in the west. When the 
city of Moline was laid out, Micnael platted some of his land ~ 
Which became a part of the city. 


The following records of the births of their children are 
from the Family Bible of Michael and Nancy Hartzell, which, in 
1942, was in the possession of their granddaughter, Mrs. Fred 
A. Burgston of Moline, Illinois:

The oldest daughter, Margaret, was the first white sir) 
born in Rock Island County. The first white child was Ed. 


Spencer, whose parents had come to Rock Island County with 
Michael & Nancy in 1836. 


It is told of this family of children that one of their 
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favorite games was that of playing Sunday School, the singing 
being led by " Magi", the oldest daughter, and the preaching by 
the little 'Joei”™ who in his adult years became one of the 
foreign bishops of the Mathodist Episcopal Church. (Story told 
by "Magi", the grandmother of this compiler) 


Michael and Nancy were devout Methodists and their child- 
ren were raised in that faith. Michael Hartzell organized and 
superintended the first Methodist Episcopal Sunday School in 
Rock Island County, and aften took long journeys on horseback 
to attand Quarterly meetings. 


The following is from notes left by Bishop Hartzell; 


"My parents visited their old home near Blairsville, Pa. 
in 1852 and also in 1871. On their first trip, I was lost in 
a crowd in St. Louis when they were returning. They had gone 
to a large store in the city to do some purchasing and while 
busy I got away from them and finally got out on the street, 
and it was some time before I was found being led by 2 young 
woman.i#hen my father and mother returned with me to the ship, 
Mother sat down with me and the other two children, Margaret 
and Wesley, and began to cry. Seeing this an old negro cham- 
bermaid had a hearty laugh and said, "Ch Honey, what youall 
cryin’ for,now, when youall got all your chulun wif you?*." 


The Bishop was ten years old at the time of this incident. 


As the Hartzell children were raised in Moline, their 
father, Michael, became a prosperous citizen, owning a large 
farm, and a cabinet making establishment. Several lovely 
peices of mahogany furniture, made in his shop, are now treas- 
ured by descendants. 


An old chair, once used by this family, and still as 
sturdy as the day it was made, is now in the possession of a 
granddaughter, iirs. Tatman of Wichita. This chair was origin- 
ally painted green with gold bandings, and was one of a set of 
twelve chairs and a table, said to have been among the furni- 
ture brought from Pennsylvania by Michael and Nancy when they 
Originally came to Illinois in 1836. 


It is remembered by a great grandson, Walter H. Hyde of 
Wichita,that iiichael had a terraced orchard behind his home in 
Moline, and that horseshoes, nails, and other pieces of iron, 
Were hund in the crotches and branches of the fruit trees so 
that the rain would wash rust into the soil and the trees 
Would receive the needed amount of iron to bear well. 


During and at the close of the Civil War, many wounded 
soldiers were invalided to the military hospital on the Island 
'mear Fort Rock Island. Michael and Nancy often invited several 
of these soldiers to their home for Sunday dinners. Three of 
the Hartzell daughters met their future husbands in this way. 
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HARTZELL & ALLIED FAMILIES 


The three oldest Hartzell children had been married be- 
fore the Civil War: Margaret S. in 1856; and Mary Catherine 
and her brother John Wesley at a double wedding ceremony on 
Christmas Day in 1860. 


There was visiting back and forth between the family of 
Michael and Nancy Hartzell and families of their Hartzell, 
Bash, and Stauffer relatives in nearby parts of Illinois and 
Iowa. Cne such visit, made by Michael and his brother Abraham 
from Denver, to Bash cousins in Winterset, liadison County, Iowa 
is mentioned in the following letter written in 1880 by Saran 
Bashaba(Hogle)Nurphy (/{rs.T.P.) whose mother Barbara (Smith) 
Hogle was a daughter of Barbara(Bash)Smith*, who was a sister 
to Catherine(Bash)Hartzell, mother to iiichael. The writer of 
the letter was 19 years old at the time of writing: 


“Sunday evening two of Ma's and Uncle James' cousins 

came out to Uncle's and Pa and Ifa went over to supver. Mon- 

_day morning Ma and I washed, baked bread, pie and cake, as 
they were coming here to atay all night and Pa, Ma, Uncle 
Will and Aunt Lib were invited to Uncle James for dinner. 
And Uncle and Aunt came with them for supper last night. And 
today Uncle Will and Aunt Lib, Uncle Jimmy and Aunt lIlartha 
and Ma are at Uel's for dinner. They are-two old gentlemen. 
They are brothers of Mr.Hartzel of Des oines. Cne is from 
Illinois and one from Colorado. They are such good old gentle- 
men, I can't help loving them. They made me promise to gO up 
to Mel's this afternoon before they would leave ...." #

On Yednesday, May Sth, 1886, Michael and Nancy celebrated 
their Golden Yedding Anniversary. a Ba to the newspaper 
story, three of their sons, the Rev.Dr.J.C.Hartzell of Cincinnati, 
J.W.Hartzell and H.F .Hartzell of Kansas, acne five of their sev- 
en living daughters attended the celebration. In 1896, Michael 
and Nancy celebrated their 60th Wedding Anniversary. Bishop 
Hartzell and five of his sisters were oresent on that occasion. 
This compiler has in her possession photographs and other mom- 
entoes of that celebration, as well as of the celebration of 
Nancy's 92nd birthday in 1908. (See also Appendix,p.144)

Eleven of the thirteen children of Michael and Nancy 
reached mature years and several of them passed the 75 year 
mark. Michael himself lived to be 89 and his wife Nancy to 
be 93 years of age. 


When the city of Moline was platted, Michael gave to the 
city for a cemetery, a part of his land where his father Adam 
Hartzell,Jr. had been buried. Besides his father, his mother, 
Catherine, his brother Adam, Michael himself, his wife Nancy, 
and several of their children are also buried in this cemeter- 
y, Which was called the Hartzell Cemetery. 


A friend writes (1942) that she nad difficulty in locat- 
ing this cemetery,but when she learned that the name had been 
changed to Rock River View Cemetery,she was surprised to find 
that it was in the city and that she had passed it many times 
in her search: 


"I spent the afternoon wandering around one of the love- 
liest cemeteries I have ever seen, It is located high on a 
hill overlooking the Rock River and you can see for miles and 
miles around. It is beautifully kept. Lots of trees and ever- 


greene sd tisort) of nesties in this hill. 2.1... eee ee I am 
going up there again ........ Have information of alli names 
in the Hartzell family, in two different sections ..... The 


cemetery is a very small one. The tombstones are all very 
weatherbeaten and I could not make out the verses on them

She was married (lst) March 27,1855(56), Moline,Illinois, by 
Mi.F .Havermah, to Thomas A. Jackson, born October,13825-28-30, 
Philadelphia(?),Pennsylvania, died May 21(28),1863, Moline, 
Illinois. She married (2nd) January(June) 30,1857, in Noline, 
Dorman Arthur holt, born June 18,1835, New York State, died 
in Moline, January 19,1898. 


Thomas A. Jackson is said to have come from Philadelphia. 
The 1860 Census of Rock Island County, page 565, says he came 
from Pennsylvania and was age 29 at that time,which would make 
his birth date 1830(born in Cctober,Census taken in July).This 
age as given in the Census is probably an error as the age of 
his wife is given incorrectly. 


The inscrivtion on his tombstone in the Hartzell (now 
Rock River View)Cemetery is badly weatherworn but appears to 
read: “Died way 28,1063, Age 35 years". This would make the 
year of his birth 1828 (Oct.). The Family Record Sheet says 
“that he was born Cctober,1825, and died May 21,1863. This un- 
certainty as to his birth date has added to the difficulty in 
finding early records of Thomas A. Jackson.No record has been 
found of his prior to his marriage in Moline in 1855(56?) 


Some years after his death, perhaps about 1890, his son, 
Charles . Jackson visited an "Uncle Henry Jackson" who had a 
Store on the South Side in Chicazo where he sold, among other 
things ,suppliesto students at.the University. This uncle, at 
that time told Charles W.Jackson: that his father had another 
brother,Charles i!.Jackson of Philadelyhia (for whom Charles W. 
had been named) who had been the owner of a small bitters man- 
ufacturing company, which had been sold to a larger company, 
C.W.Jackson thousht to the Hoffman Bitters Company; and that 
these three brothers,Thomas, Charles M. and Henry had a sister 
named JesSie, Julia or Janett (C.iw. does not remember exactly 
Which) wno,all ner life,was a school teacher in Philadelphia. 


Some research has been done for this Jackson family in 
Philadelphia, and the only record found so far, which may be 
of help, is in the Philadelohia Census for 1850:

If this is the family of Thomas A. Jackson, he probably 
had already started for the west by 1850 and. that is the reas- 
on we do not find him in the Philadelrhia Census. He is not in 
the 1850 Census of Rock Island County, Illinois, either. 


After coming to Illinois, Thomas A. Jackson operated a 
cooper show, locatéd near the ifississiopi River on ground that 
is now occupied by the Deere Manufacturing Company. He employ- 
ed about 50 men making barrels to be used by the nearby flour 
mills for shipping flour. At that time Noline was an important 
city in manufacturing and in river Shipping. 


An old photogravh shows Thomas A. Jackson to have been a 
brunette, with dark hair and a full beard. It is said that he 
had a good deal of color in his cheeks. kiost of the Hartzell 
Children, including liargaret, were blonds. A friend writes 
that "Thomas and Maggie were a fine looking-ccuple” and that 
“he was such a hand to quote Shakespeare when young folks 
came to the house. He had come west for his health and died 
very suddenly of a hemmorage, after leading the church choir 
at Sunday service in Nay, 1863." 


During the years that she was a widow, Margaret(Hartzell) 
Jackson and her three small children lived with her parents 
Michael and Nancy Hartzell, and she taught school. 


Dorman Arthur Holt,whom Margaret(Hartzell) Jackson married 
in 1867, was a member of the 12th New York Infantry during the 
Civil War. he was in the battles of Gettysburg and Appomattox, 
fought through the war and was wounded. Later, he was officer 
stationed at the Rock Island Arsenal where it is said that he 
served the first rations to soldiers stationed there.

Of this first marriage of John Wesley Hartzell, two sons 
were born dead. After the death of Elizabeth in Sevtember, 
1863, he was married (2nd) to Alice Carey (Mrs.) who is Spok- 
en of as “a very red headed lady". They lived in Topeka, Kan- 
sas and were divorced, probably in Topeka. 


He was married (3rd) about 1880-82, probably in Topeka, 
to Jennie R. Walling (lirs.) a widow with a daughter, Grace 
Walling. Mrs. Jennie R. Hartzell died in Vallejo, California, 
prior to September 20, 1933. Her estate was pS Sel on that 
date in Fairfield, California. 


John Wesley Hartzell, known as "Col. Hartzell" or as 
"J. W.", was raised, educated and married in woline, Illinois. 
He engaged in farming, in school teaching, and in the livery 
business there before moving to Topeka, Kansas, in 1876, as 
proprietor of the Teft House, and early day hotel Which was 
political headquarters for the state. In LETS and 1880 he 
bought out the Topeka Omnibus Company and Bolmar's Freight 
City Line and incorporated them as the Topeka Transportation 
Company with himself as president and general manager and his 
younger brother, H. F. as secretary and treasurer. He also o- 


perated a large freight warehouse and handled and shipped freight 


for the Santa Fe Railroad. He projected and built the City 
Water Works, the Toveka Street Railroad, and established Hart- 
zell Park, a pleasure resort on Soldiers' Creek. 


About 1882 he sold his Topeka holdings and moved to With- 
ita, where, backed by S. L. Davidson and associates, he took 
over a Small mule drawn street railway line which he greatly 
extended and eléctrified. This was said to be the first elec- 
tric street railway line in the United States. He also built 
Hartzell Park, a pleasure resort located in South Riverside 
Park in Wichita, which was reached by one of. his car lines. He 
also built car lines in Emporia, Kansas, and in Carthage, Mis- 
Souri, and in Rock Island, Illinois. 


At the collapse of the "Boom" in Wichita, about 1888, he 
and his family moved to California, where he first engaged in 
mining in Pumas County, and later promoted and built several 
Street car lines and railroads including the San Francisco and 
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HARTZELL & ALLIED FAMILIES 


San Mateo Electric Railway; the pioneer electric line of San 
Francisco in 1891; the Stocton-Lodi Terminal Railroad; the 
water works in Ukiah; and the Vallejo Benicia & Nava Valley 
Railroad. It is said that he projected over twenty five rail- 
road, waterworks and various corporate interests of more or 
less magnitude, and all successfully. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of August 27, 1892, says: 
"Mr. Hartzell is a man of striking apvearance, his handsome 
face bespeaks the energy, force of character and irresistable 
will power which overcome all obstacles ..... _ 


In California the family lived in Stocton, and in Valle-. 
jo. Pictures and clivpings of “Col." J.W.Hartzell will be 
found in the Sedgwick County Historical iuseum in Wichita, 
Kansas, where he is still remembered as a picturesque person- 
ality of the early “Boom" days.

Grace Walling - generally known as Grace Walling Hartzell. 
It is said that J. W. Hartzell adopted her soon after his mar- 
riage to her mother, but her name is on the Register of The St. 
John's Episcopal Church in Wichita, Kansas, 1887, as: Grace 
Walling. However, she was married under the name of Grace Wall- 
ing Hartzell, in June, 1893, to Francis Pratt Britton of New 
York, according to the San Francisco Examiner. She and Mr. 
Britton were later divorced. When her mother's will was probat- 
ed in Fairfiled, California, Grace's address was given as New 
York. Unable to locate her or her descendants.

in 1868,then in 1870 he and Mrs.Hartzell moved to New Orleans 
where he was pastor of the Ames Methodist Episcopal Church on 
St. Charles Avenue for three years. In 1874 he became District 
Superintendent of several churches of New Crleans and in 1883 
the family moved to Cincinnati,Ohio where he became Secretary 
of the Freeman's Aid and Southern Educational Society. In 1896 
the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church elect- 
ed the Reverend Hartzell as Missionary Bishop of Africa. * 


Establishing his official residence at Fuchal,liadeira Is- 
land, the Rt. Rev. Bishop Hartzell made thirteen tours of the 
continent of Africa, Superintending and extending missionary 
work there. He founded an industrial school in Angola Province, 
@ mission press at Johannesburg, a hospital at Mozanbique, an 
agrical experimental station in Rhodesia and a mission school 
in Algeria. In these projects he had the backing of Cecil 
Rhodes, Clemenceau and other world powerful figures of his 
time, including the heads of all the European governments, es- 
pecially that of Portugal. 


Every second summer, Bishop Hartzell would return to the 
United States for a visit with his family and to speak in var- 
ious pulpits over the country, telling of the missionary work 
in Africa. 


His wife, Jennie Culver Hartzell, was an enthusiastic and 
capable worker in religious and social circles. She was one of 
the founders of the Womans' Home Missionary Society in Cincin- 
nati in 1880.During the years her husband was Bishop of Africa, 
she maintained the home in Cincinnati althousgn she made sever- 
al trips to Africa with him and also spent some time in Europe. 
Her deatn came just four months before his retirement in 1916, 
a time to which they both had looked forward, as they expected 
to be united again after twenty years of separation,except for 
his short visits home and her occasional trips abroad. She was 
a member of the Daughters of the American Revolution, being de-

Scended from paternal ancestors Culver and De Bris (Breece) 
who fought in the American Revolution. 


The following is quoted from a newspaper of iwoline, £11i- 
nois, published in June, 1942: 


“One hundred years ago this June the late Bishop Joseph 
C.Hartzell of the Methodist Church was born in iioline. Possi- 
bly one of Moline's most widely known sons, Bishop Hartzell 
was particularly famous as a missionary bishop to Africa, 
where he was knighted by the Liberian government as dnight 
Commander of the Order for Redemption of Africa. He was also 
widely acclaimed as the hero of a disaster on Lake idichigan 
in 1863 when he rescued four men from drowning. 

"Educated in the lMioline hign school, Illinois iiesleyan U- 
niversity and Garrett Biblical Institute he was the recipient 
of numerous honorary degrees.Active with the promotion of ed- 
ucational institutions among the freemen following the Civil 
War he was at one time trustee of forty-five schools and col- 
leges in the southern states. While in Louisiana he founded 
the Southwestern Christian Advocate. 

"Fraternally Bishoo Hartzell was widely known as a thirty 
second degree kiason and as one-time national president of his 
college fraternity, Phi Gamma Delta. Recently Bishop Hartzell 
has been cailed to mind in the book and motion picture, “One 
Foot In Heaven" in which he is mentioned as the preacher who 
converted the hero of the story from a career in medicine to 
one in the pastorate. The author, Hartzell Spence, was named 
for him. 

“Bishop Hartzell's death occurred in his 87th year in 192 28 
near Cincinnati in consequence of a vicious attack by robbers

in iioline, Illinois. 


She married(2nd) October 5,1874, probably in iloline, John 
Rapp.Jr., born September 27,1840, ‘iarren, Pennsylvania, died 
1923, Quincy,Illinois. John Rapp,dr. had moved with his parents 
from Pennsylvania to Geneseo, Illinois, where he was raised. 
He served in the Civil War, Company F., 9th Illinois Cavalry. 


About 1889 John and Mary Rapp and family moved to Edwards 
County, Kansas, where they took up land near Offerly.* It is 
Said that the first year they lived in Kansas,the grasshoppers 
came in hords and destroyed everything in the fields, and that 
their families in Illinois sent them food for the winter. A 
cousin,lirs.Tatman, tells of visiting the Rapp family on this 
farm at the time the second Ravp son was born. She remembers 
Seeing Clyde Ware, then just a boy, plowing with oxen. 


In the winter of 1836-87, the Ranp family moved to Dodge 
City, Kansas. It is said that Mr. Rapp was in the lumber busi- 
ness and that his was the first frame house built in the town 
where all other homes were sod houses.(See Appendix,p.144) 


In 1893,John Rapp,Jr. was Commander of Lewis Post, G.A.R. 
of Dodge City (Dodge City Daily Globe,April,1942). Mr. and Mrs 
Rapp were both prominent workers in the hiethodist Church in 
Dodge City. Wary Hartzell Rapp died of injuries received in a 
street car accident in Quincy, Illinois.She is buried in the 
Hartzell(now Rock River View) Cemetery in Moline, Illinois.

Béfore his 18th birthday,Charles Walter Jackson had finish- 
6& high school in Moline and started working for the Wheelock 
Kélsey Cracker Company of Moline. Later, he was, for some years, 
& traveling salesman with the Chicago branch of the Kennedy SBak- 
ing Company, first concern to make the soda cracker. 


January 1, 1887, Mr. Jackson obtained a position as trav- 
6ling salesman for the Loose Brothers Cracker and Candy Company 
6f Kansas City,Missouri, and he and irs. Jackson moved to Wich- 
ita,Kansas. In liay of that year, with two other traveling sales- 
men and their wives, they filed adjoining claims on government 
Land newly opened for settlement near Leoti,Kansas. The wives 
lived on this land for the required six months residence period, 
While the Husbands traveled, by stage coach, livery “rig", or by 
train(passenger or freight) through Kansas and the Indian Terri- 
tories, calling on customers in small towns, pioneer settlements 
and Indian Trading Posts.* 


After"proving up” on their "claim", and selling it, in Nov- 
ember, Mr. and Mrs. Jackson returned to Wichita to make their 
home.

Mr. Jackson made all three "runs"™ at the various Oklahoma 
"openings", that of the original Indian Territories in 1889,of 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Territories in 1892, and of the fam- 
ous Cherokee “strip” in 1893. 


Anna Harrier(Kuhn) Jackson was educated at the Lake Forest 
Academy in Evanston,Illinois; at Knox College, Galesburg, I1li- 
nois, and at the Chicago Art Institute in 1880-81. During the 
winter of 1882-83 she taught art at Baker University, Baldwin, 
Kansas. She was married at the home of her brother, Lewis Bur- 
ton Kuhn in Moline. Their father was Jacob Kuhn,a Presbyterian 
minister, born 1801, Allegheny County,Pennsylvania, died 1873, 
Albany, Illinois.#Their mother was Harriet Matilda Burton, born 
1820, St. Albans,Vermont, married (lst) 1836, John P.Goodrich, 
married (2nd) 1856, Jackb Kuhn(Coon). She died in 1898 at the 
Jackson home in Wichita.# 


In Wichita, Mr. Jackson was one of the charter members of 
Council No.39 of the United Commercial Travelers,organized Nov- 
ember,1892 and is now(1942) the oldest living member.® He is a 
York Rite Mason and a member of Mt.Olivet Commandery of the 
Knights Templar. Mr.and Mrs.Jackson were both active members of 
the First Presbyterian Church in Wichita. irs. Jackson was one 
of the organizing members of the Hypatia Literary Society in 
Wichita, organized about 1890. 


lir.Jackson remained with Loose Brothers Cracker and Candy 
Company of Kansas City for 17 years, through its consolidation 
with the American Cracker Company, and later with the National 
Biscuit Company; but when Loose Brothers withdrew from the Na- 
tional Buscuit Comoany and formed the Loose-wiles Company, he 
remained with the National a few years longer.

BASH 


This family name probably was originally spelled Blush, in 
Germany, but after members of the family came to America, in 
an attempt to anglicize the name and still retain the sound of 
the German umlaut, it was spelled on colonial records and early 
church records: Basch, Bauch, Bausch, Berch, Besch, Boach 
Boesch, Bosh, Buch, Buch, Buech, Buesch, Bueche, Busch, Busch, 
Busche, and B&sch. 


The Bash immigrant ancestor of Michael Bash Hartzell was 
Martin Bash (Besch, Berch, Busch) of Pennsylvania,whi is said 
to have been born in Germany about 1728-38. We find the name 
of John Martin Busch (with other immigrants) in the PENNSYLVA- 
NIA GERMAN PIONEERS, by R. B. Strassburger & VW. J. Hinke, 1934, 
Vol.1l, page 390:

Johan Martin Busch 


We find that among these early German immigrants the first 
baptismal names of Jonn and Mary were used a great deal. They 
Seem to have been "Liebesnomen", or to have had a religious 
Slgnificance, and were dropped in common usage. So, Johan War- 
tin becomes Martin in later records found of hin. 


We have no record of the early residence of Martin Bash 


in America, although the HISTORY OF STARK COUNTY, CHICO, by W. H: 


Perrin, publ. 1881, page 796, speaks of his son, Martin,Jr., 
(born 1764) as a native of Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 


The first record we have of residence of Martin Bash, sr. 
is on tax lists of Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania, for the 
year of 1783. It is probable that he was there much earlier,for 
the 1783 records are the earliest preserved tax lists of west- 
moreland County and we find his well established there by that 
date. He lived first in Mt. Pleasant Township, and later, in 
1785, bought land in Washington Township, as is shown in the 
PENNSYLVANIA ARCHIVES, Third Series: 
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Vol.22 - Tax List, Mt.Pleasant Twp., vestmoreland Co.,Pa.,1783 
p.431: Martin: Berch, 50 Acres,2 horses,3 cattle,4 sheep.

In 1795, Martin Bash of Washington Township, iiestmoreland 
County,Pennsylvania, sold land to Christian Yockey,Sr.(Fatent 
Book 43,0.38)(Deed Book 3,0.195). In 1805, Martin Bash sold a 
“tract of land to Henry Bash, bought May 4,1785,reserving two 
fields, one on which the house stands and the other field a- 
gainst it facing the River, for himself, his wife Catherine, 
and their heirs", who are not named. (Deed Book 7,»0.66) This 
land was part of a Patent, a portion of which he had earlier 
Sold to Conrad Knavpenburger. 


The river wentioned is probabiy the xiskiminetas, in 
Washington Township. We find that his son Jonn and descendants 
lived near tne Kiskiminetas and the town of Avonmore, in the 
townshivs of Loyalhanna, Bell and Washington. 


Martin Bash,Jr. and descendants lived near the headwaters 
of Sewickly Creek, near Pleasant Unity, in Unity Township. 
Most of the children of Martin Bash,Sr. married residents of 
Mt. Pleasant Township. 


At the time of the Revolutionary War, Westmoreland County 
was frontier country.Many of the younger men enlisted and went 
east to fight with Continental Troopos,while the older men form- 
ed themselves into Companies for the protection of the frontier. 
The name of “artin Bash (Berch) and the names of many of his 
neighbors, appear on a “List of Rangers on the Frontier from 
1778 to 1783", as members of Captain James Clark's Company. 
(PENNSYLVANIA ARCHIVES, Third Series, Vol.23, pp.226 and 319) 


We find, also, the name of Martin Bash, Private, Westmore- 
land County Militia, on a list of "Soldiers who rec'd Deprecia- 
tion Pay, 1783, as per Concelled Certificates on file in the 
Division of Public Records, Pa. State Library". (PENNSYLVANIA 
ARCHIVES, *ifth Series, Vol.IV, pp. 429 and 735.) 


After the Revolution, on December 12, 1792, Martin Bash

The United States Census Report of Yestmoreland County for 
1790 gives Martin Bash,Sr. and two of his sons:

An unfruitful effort has been made to find birth records 
for the seve children of Martin Bash,Sr.Probably his four old- 
_e@st children were born before he came west, but it is thousht 

that the three youngest were born in ‘“iestmoreland County. Their 
names do not appear on the Baptismal-Records of John wilhelm 
- Weber of the First Reformed Church of Greenburg, although some 

of the baptisms in those records were as early as 1775, and are 
the earliest existing baptismal records of that part of the 
State. However, those records contain a note: "Baptised on Aug- 
ust 27,1735,at home- 135 children whose names were not recorded"; 
also,several other notations of many children baptized at dif- 
ferent times, "whose names were not recorded in this book." 


It has been said that siartin Basnh,Sr. belonged to the Con- 
gregation of the Unity Reformed Church, hit. Pleasant, Hempfield 
Township, in 1783, but no verification of this has been found.* 


To whatever church he belonged he was very firm in his re- 
ligious belief and objected Strohgly when his daughter, Barbara, 
embraced the Methodist faith# His two sons, John and “artin,Jdr. 
and their descendants, who remained in westmoreland County, be-

longed to the Reformed and Lutheran churches, but his three young- 


est children married “ethodists and moved to Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois. This difference about religion seems to have caused a 
rift in the family.(See Obituary of Barbara, Appendix,p.142) 


Martin Bash,Sr. died in Washington Township in 1824, leav- 
ing no will. On warch 50, 1824, his son, John Bash, and Adam

Bowman were appointed administrators of his estate, each giving 
a 3500.00 bond. (Administration Docket Vol. A, Psl99,- also Or= 
phans' Court Book 3, p.412, also File 14 F, 1846, which was 
nissing from Court Records in 1942) No heirs are mentioned in 
these proceedings. 


The place of burial of Martin Bash,Sr. is not known, but a 
Revolutionary Soldier marker for him has been placed on the 
grave of nis son, wartin Bash,Jr. in the Bash-Summers Private 
Burying Ground near Pleasant Unity, Vestmoreland County, Penn- 
sylvania.

After Martin Bash,Jr. died in January(or June) of 1845, 
leaving no will, his heirs,on August 23,1845, filed a suit 
for partitioning of his estate (Partition Docket 7,p.129), the 
heirs being given as: lMMichael Bash,Henry Bash,Catherine inter- 
married with John Bear,Susannah intermarried with Henry Christ- 
man,Christiana intermarried with Jacob Fry, Barbara intermar- 
ried with Simon ~unmer,iwacdalena,single, Mary Bear heirs, Mar- 
garet Rumbaugh heirs and Margaret Rumbaugh Kuhn heirs. The plot 
of Putport "A" shows 862 acres strict measurement “of which 2 
acres are researved for a sraveyard". "The real estate was val- 
ued at $3,687.00 and the personal estate at 53,521.00." 


The partitioning proceedings “were resisted" by the son, 
Henry Bash,who claimed to be the owner of the land as verbally 
promised to him by the father, Mantin Bash,Jr. as a return for 
the many years that he(Henry) had stayed at home ana worked the 
farm and taken care of his aging parents with that understand- 
ing. A compromise agreement was reached and Henry accepted his 

Child's share” of the father's estate. 


However, some time later,Henry filed a Breach of Contract 
Suit in the Court of Common Pleas against his brother Michael 
and the other heirs, producing many witnesses and Winning his 
Case. Charging error in the lower court, the lawsuit, BASH vs 
BASH, was appealed to the State Supreme Court as is reported 
in PENNSYLVANIA STATUTES, Vol.9,p.260. The decision of the Su- 
Preme Court was that the verbal contract was not binding, and 
the recommendation of the court was that Henry refile his suit 
against the estate on the grounds of wages due him.

Apparently a settlement was reached on this basis for the 
HISTORY OF WESTMORELAND CO.,PA., by John N. Boucher, says that 
Henry inherited the homestead of his father. (Error in that 
article gives the father of Henry as Henry, instead of Liartin, 
Jr. (See Bash Chart) 


Regarding this lawsuit of BASH vs BASH, we quote from the 
notes of Dr. J. Culver Hartzéll: 


Bash;-All the following from Miss Laura Bash,Feb.2,1931: 
Ne++-You will note that one of the witnesses in the case Bash 
vs Bash is Martin B.Hartzell. Might this man be a son of Cath- 
erine Bash and Adam Hartzell?" (Adam & Catherine( Bash) Hartzell 
had a son kartin who was born Jan.8,1807..... } 3 Your Wida» note 
he says he is a nephew of Martin Bash"....."My attorney friend 
wrote to John ii.Bash, Pleasant Unity, Pa. for information and 
he brought to the attorney's office a transcript of the testi- 
mony in the case Bash ws Bash, which went to the Supreme Court 
of Penna. in 1849. and is reported in 9 Pa.,260. This case was 
between Michael and Henry Bash,the two sons of Martin Bash." 

(If Martin Bash Hartzell was a nephew of Martin Bash who died 
in 1846, then he must have been the son of a sister of this 
Martin, and this sister must have married a Hartzell se ie) 
"John Bash, who was ohe of the witnesses said that he was a 
brother of Martin Bash and that he was one and a half years 
Older than Martin Bash. He said that he was 88 years old when 
he gave this testimony in 1849. He further said that he had liv- 
ed at Kiskiminetas 55 or 56 years. Martin B. Hartzell said he 
Was a nephew of Martin Bash. He also Stated that Hartha and Bar- 
bara were older than he, Barbara being one or two years older.

This compiler has been unable to locate Miss Laura Bash, 
lir. Lysle Bash or Avonmore, or the attorney who wrote to Miss 
Laura Bash and who (by his letter) expected to write to hir. 
Lysle Bash. Also, all efforts to find the transcript of the 
lawsuit Bash vs Bash as tried in the lower court, Have been of 
no avail. The transcript is "missing" from the County Records 
at the Court House in Greensburg, Pennsylvania. 


Mrs. Maddocks, genealogist of Greensburg, who has verified 
many of these records, believes that the attorney in Greensburg 
to whom John M. Bash showed the transcript in 1931, was Mr.Al- 
bert Bell, who retired from the practice of law about 1938, 
who is now quite aged and whose mind is impared. 


irs. Maddocks quotes Arthur Thomas, who was Prothonotary 
at that date (1931) as saying that he had no recollection of 
any records being takeb out without a card being placed in the 
files, but that John if. Bash was one of the Poor Directors at 
that time and was in and out of the Court House and his office 
So aften that Mr. Thomas paid very little attention to him. 


John M. Bash died about 1939-40 and his widow knows noth- 
ing of the transcript. A search is being made of old papers in 
the office of Mr. Bell and in his home, and, although many pap- 
ers nave been found which should have been returned to the Count- 
y Records, this transcrinvt of testimony in the lawsuit, Bash vs 
Bash in the’ Court of Common Pleas has not yet been found.

STAUFFER 


"All family names mean something ..... The name Stauffer 
happens to be a very old one and has an exceedingly interest- 
ing history. It is an official title whose use dates from the 
middle ages, and whose English equivalent is 'cupbearer'. It 
is derived from the Teutonic word 'staupa' to pour. The same 
root in the noun form is 'stauf' which is the German for cup. 
So the Stauffer was originally the man who handled the Stauf, 
or wine cup. 'Staup' is the English form of the same old Sua- 
bian word. The office ..... was in existance at a very remote 
age in Eurpoe .. there is a record of a ‘Stauffer von Thunan' 
who took part in a tournament in Madgeburg, Germany, as early 
as 938. Stauffer was the name of the officer who handed the 
cup to the King, dukes and nobles of old Suabia. The position 
was one of great responsibility and considerable dignity and 
honor. In addition ... there was generally added the function 
of levying toll from the passing travelers and merchants, a 
part of which he kept for himself. Old Suabia comprised what 
is now the Grand Duchy of Baden and part of Wurtemburg, Germ- 
any, and the Canton of Bern, Switzerland. The territory which 
has Special interest to every Stauffer, has for its western 
border the River Rhine and includes the modern cities of Mann- 
heim, Hiedelberg and Bern." (Quoted from THE STAUFFER FAMILY 
HISTORY by Ezra N. Stauffer, 1917) 


The several branches of the Stauffer family descended from 
Frederick, Count von Buren, born 1050, died 1094. When his old- 
est son, Frederick, married Agnes, daughter of King Henry IV in 
1079, the king gave him the dukedom of Swabia and he became the 
Chevelier von Staufen, building his castle of Hohenstaufen on a 
hill above the littie village of Staufen, near the Lorsch, in 
that part of Swabia which is now a part of Wurtemburg. This eld- 
est line of descent, from which came several kings and emperors 
of the Holy Roman Empire, became known as the Hohenstaufen; but 
the younger branches of the family were known as Staufen (which 
later became Stauffer). All branches of the family used the 
Same Coat-of-Arms with such modifications as heraldry required 
for the blazoning of armorial bearings. 


The Stauffer Coat-of-Arms, as given by Reitsan, in his 
PLANCHES de 1'ARMORIAL GENERAL (no date) is: Arms azure, from 
the sinister side an arm embowed and vested or, holding a cup; 
in dexter side, a mullet or; in base a trefold vert. Crest: A 
demi-Cerman clothed azure, with a cross on his chest; attired 
in hat and plumes; holding a cup or; and a sword or. Motto; 

Den Strauf Ich (I bear the burden). The colors are: azure( blue) 
or(gold); vert(green). These symbolize loyality, generosity, e- 
levation of mind, joy and peace. The meaning of the mullet and 
trefoil is not clear although the mullet(a star shaped figure) 
may mean the third son of a family. The cross and sword may 
mean a soldier of the Holy Wars, the Crusades.

The Hohenstaufen Line ruled the Holy Roman Empire from 
1138 to 1272. The rule of the three Hohenstaufen emperors, 
Frederick I, Henry VI and Frederick II (1152-1250) marks the 
most admirable period of its history. Frederick II was a “lover 
of poetry, art and science. The most brilliant of German kings, 
he had six crowns: Empire, Germany, Sicily, Lombardy, Burgundy, 
and Jerusalem". With the death of Conradin (put to death in I- 
taly in 1268) the reign of the Hohenstaufen rulers ended and 
their kingdom of Swabia was divided among the counts of jiurtem- 
burg, the margrave of Baden, the counts Palatine of Hohenzoll- 
ern and others. 


At the end of the Hohenstaufen dynasty, "the male sex of 
the late imperial house being annihilated, all who claimed any 
prior family connection tooto flight, one portion to Baden, 
another to Bavaria, and a third to Switzerland. So the beauti- 
ful Hohenstaufen was entirely deserted by the Hohenstaufen fam- 
ily and has never since been reclaimed by them". (Reference 
for above: GESCHICTE DER HOHENSTAUFEN & IHRER ZEIT, by Von Rau- 
mer, and HISTORY OF THE MENNONITES, by Cassel.) 


The Hohenstaufen castle was destroyed during the Peasants' 
War in the 16th Century. The ruins may still be seen at the top 
of Hohenstaufen Berg (2,249 feet high) which is a hill on the 
left bank of the Danube, 50 miles from Stuttgart. 


The HISTORY OF BUCKS CO.,PA. by J.H.Battle, 1887, p.1067, 
Says that the Stauffer family in America came from Switzerland 
and that, according to tradition they owe their origin to a gen- 
eration of knights called Stauffacher, at Hohenstaufen, who, at 
the time of the freeing of Switzerland by William Tell, were 
Wealthy farmers and rendered great assistance. 


The earliest ancestor of this family (who are said to have 
been descended from the Royal House of Hohenstaufen) of whom we 
have consecutive data,is Christian Staufer, born about 1580, in 
Thén, Switzerland. He was an Anabaptist, or Mennonite, and was 
driven out of Switzerland by the followers of Ulrich Zwingle on 
account. of his religious faith. he fled to the Palatinate, arriv- 
ing January 1, 1672, at Ibersheim, Germany,* where he lived and 
died. Only two of his sons are mentioned by name, sons of his 
end wife. They are; Ulrich and Daniel, both born in Thun.* 
Daniel's son, Hans(Johannes)Staufer, born 1655, married Kinget 
Heistand and, with four of his five children emigrated to America.

The following is an outline history of the trip made by 
Hans(John) Stauffer and his family, sailing November 8, 1709, 
from Weissenau on the Rhine and reaching London, England, Jan- 
uary 26, 1710, as written in his Diary and translated from the 
German into English by Rev.H.F.Lisses at Harrisburg, Pennsylva- 
nia, October 26, 1926, for J.B.Stauffer. 


1709-1710.(pages 1-3 inclusive) I, Hans Stauffer, have moved 
November 5th 1709 with wife and children, Jacob 13 years, Dan- 
jel 12 years, Heinrich 9 years,Elizabeth and her husband Paul- 
us Friedt and one child Matia. November 8th we eight persons 
left Weisenau. In Bingen we stayed one day. We left Nov.l1O for 
Hebster. November 1l we left for Werum Wirt. November 12 for 
Erbsten. November 15, 23 left for iiillen. Here we stay one day. 
November 15 we left for Eisen. At Eisen we stayed two days. 
From here November 17 to Erdinger.From where we arrived Noven- 
ber 21 at the shore. Ye had to wait here until the wind abated 
On November 22nd we traveled as far as Emerich. Here we had to 
Wait until the wind abated. We left Emerich November 24th ana 
came to Schingen Schnatz. Here we had to wait until the wind 
abated. November 27th we left Schingenschnatz and came to nigh 
Reim on November 28th. We arrived at Wing and from there came 
to Ghent November 29th and on December lst arrived at Amster- 
dam. December 17th we left Amsterdam and 34-hour outside the 
City we had to stop until the wind changed, and December 19th 
We arrived in Rotterdam. Here we had to wait until the flood 
Came So we could sail. He had to wait 13 days. December 29th 
Wwe left Rotterdam for Bal-Nach-Brill. Here we had to wait un- 
til the wind was favorable, and January 20th we left this 
Place and journied to London. That took six days. Arriving at 
London January 26th, 1710. 


Continuing their journey to America,Hans( Johannes) Stauffer 
and his family reached Pennsylvania in the spring of the same 
year, 1710, and settled near the Schuylkill River at Valley 
Forge in Chester County, not far from Philadelphia. His planta- 
tion of 500 acres was in that part of Chester County which is 
now Montgomery County. 


His sons, Jacob, Daniel and Henry, when grown, settled in 
Berks County, Pennsylvania, where they bought plantations and 
built their homes. Henry Stauffer (born 1700) settled near his 
older brothers in Colebrookdale Township, Berks County, Pennsyl- 
vania.Henry married,1735,Magdalena Hess(?)*of Lancaster County. 


*Note:There is some question about who Magdalena Hess married. 
GENEALOGY OF THE HESS FAMILY says that Magdalena,daughter of Hans 
& Magdalena Hess,and granddaughter of Samuel Hess who settled in

Co. married 1735,Henry Stauffer,son of the widow,Veronica Stauffer.

After the Revolution, John Stauffer married, about 17960, 
Nancy Ann Shellenberger(Shallenberger) of Lancaster County, 
Pennsylvania. Their seven children were probably born in Lan- 
caster County, but the family moved to Westmoreland County, 
Pennsylvania prior to 1812.0n May 12,1812,John Stauffer bought 
from Yost Zuck in Hernpfield Township, Westmoreland County,"for 
1270 pounds,10 shillings, lawful money", land which Yost Zuck 
‘had bought from Thomas Cliannahan and his wife Isobel, who had 
gotten the land on a government patent.(Deéd Book 15, p.409) 


In 1812,Jacob Shallenberger of Lancaster County, Pennsylva- 
nia, the father-in-law of John Stauffer, died, and left his 
land to his eldest son, Andrew who was to pay the other heirs. 
In 1814 there were a number of releases, one of which was from 
Jacob Shallenberger, second Son, and John Stauffer and Ann his 
wife, of lit. Pleasant Township, Westmoreland County, Pennsylva- 
nia. Mit. Pleasant Township adjoins Hempfield Township on the 
north. 


The land which John Stauffer,Sr. had bought from Yost Zuck 
in 1812, he and his wife Nancy deeded to their oldest son,Jdacob 
Stauffer (Deed Book 15, p.208) in the presence of Abram Schal- 
lenberger and David Schallenberger who may have been relatives 
of Nancy's. 


It would seem that John Stauffer,Sr. deeded his lands to 
his sons as they were married. He died in 1837, leaving no will. 
in “Deer “Beek "25, p. 122. “the following statement would seem to 
corroborate this: "This indenture made April 1, 1837, between 
Jacob and John Stauffer and executors of John Stauffer,Sr.,late 
of the same Township". One of the executors was Abraham Shallen- 
berger. John Stauffer,Jr. was born 1792,marrieda 1814, in Mt. 
Pleasant Township, Margaret Worman, daughter of Georhe Worman, 
Jr., whose land adjoined the land of John Stauffer,Sr. (See 
Chart,p.100). Their daughter, Nancy Werman Stauffer, married 
Michael Bash Hartzell in 1836. (For Michael & Nancy Hartzell & 
descendants, see pp. 31-73)

Little is known of the Worman immigrant ancestor of Nancy 
Worman Stauffer who married Michael Bash Hartzell in Westmore- 
land County,Pennsylivania in 1836. The following is quoted from 
records kept by Nancy: 

“George Worman, Sr., born in Germany, married Catherine 

from Sweden. She was a Christian, but he was not, although a 
good soldier which is a noted thing among these people. They 
Settled in Northampton Co.,Pa.,lived there for some time, then 
moved to Frederick Co.,lid.,where they and most of their child- 
ren died. Henry, born in Germany, died in Frederick Co., Md.; 
Jacob, born in Northampton Co.,Pa., died in Md.; Conrad, born 
in Northampton Co., died in Northampton Co.; Andrew, born in- 
Northampton Co.,Pa.,died in Md.; George, born in Northampton 
Co.,Pa.,died in Northampton Co.,Pa. George Worman,JdJr.,married 
Catherine Yurts at Northampton, moved to lit. Pleasant, Pa., 
1810.He was drafted three times in the Revolutionary War, but 
his mother being left alone the last time, he paid for a sub- 
Stitute. She was a great church going person but quite liber- 
al in her views,could. go to any church that was good. They be- 
longed to the Otterbinds or United Brethren, living and dieing 
Christians. Sue died suddenly with piuersy,livink to be quite 
old,being confined to her bed for four,five years.(Their dau- 
ghter) Margaret was born in Northanpton,married John Stauffer, 
Jr.&t Mt.Pleasant, had 15 children ....... married Apr.7,1814. 
(Their daughter)Nancy Worman Stauffer and Michael Bash Hartzell 
Were married May 5,1836.John Stauffer,Jr.was born Lancaster Co. 
Pa.,Apr.1,1792; Margaret Worman was born July 7,1794 .... "> 


The first part of the above is difficult to interpret in 
accordance with proven facts. She imolies that Henry, Jacob, Con- 
rad,Andrew and George were sons of the immigrant,George Worman, 
Sr. If so, the full name of the immigrant may have been George 
Henry Worman, for we find that Henry, Jacob, Conrad, Andy, and 
George Worman, heirs of Henry Worman,Sr., deceased, patented a 
tract of land of 316 acres & 20 perches, located in Upper Salfora 
Township, Philadelphia (later Northampton) County, Pennsylvania, 
Which had been granted to Henry Worman,Sr. on June ag. (pre, (War 
rant originally granted to George Ciouster, Jan. 8, 1734, and 
to John Lynch, Jan. 17, 1734). 


Or,these five sons (Henry,Jacob,Conrad,Andrew and George) - 
three of whom later moved from Northampton County, Pennsylvania, 
to Maryland, may have been children of Henry, the son born in 
Germany who came to America with his parents. If So, they would 
be grandsons of the immigrant, George Worman. 


If a grandson of George,Sr. and a son of Henry, our George, 
Jr. should have been called George III. The notes of his grand- 
daughter, Nancy Worman Stauffer Hartzell, inply that George, Jr. 
was a son of George,Sr. The date of birth of George, Jr.(1752), 
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would indicate that he was a grandson of the immigrant George, 
and a son of the George who she says lived and died in North- 

ampton County, Pennsylvania. It seems quite probable that his 

father was named George Henry, and was the Henry of Upper Sal- 
ford Townshipv; and that the five sons of this Henry named were 
himself and his four brothers. 


It would seem that the Henry who died in Frederick Co.,Md., 
was Henry of the third generation, whose will, dated 1804, pro- 
bated 1806, Frederick County, names his wife, Margaret, and child- 
ren: Magdalena Lemon, Peggy Dickensheets, Henry, Elizabeth, Da- 
vid, Eva, Jacob, Barbara, and children of George, deceased. 


That Northampton County was the home of our George,Jr. is 
shown by the fact that he served with Northampton troops in the 
American Revolution. His record of service is as Private:

His granddaughter,Nancy Worman Stauffer Hartzell says that 
he married Catherine Yurts in Northampton County, and that his 
daughter, largaret Yorman (mother of Nancy) was born in North- 
ampton County. Another descendant says that Margaret Worman was 
born at Hagerstown, Maryland. George worman, Jr., was married 
about 1780 and after the Revolution may have joined his relativ- 
es in Maryland for a time before coming west to Westmoreland 
County, Pennsylvania, where we find him located by 1810. 


His mother, Magdalena Worman, came west with him and died 
at his home, October 3,1820, age 91. Magdalena Worman, George 
Worman,Jr., and his wife Catherine, and their son, Rev. Daniel 
Worman were buried in the old United Presbyterian Church Grave- 
yard in Mount Pleasant,Pennsylvania.This Graveyard has now been 
done away with but the list of those buried there has been pub- 
lished in HISTORY OF WESTMORSLAND COUNTY, PA., by Dallas Albert, 
page 543; and NATIONAL GENEALCGICAL SCCIETY QUARTERLY, Vol. 19, 
No. 3, page 59. 


Margaret Vorman was married April 7,1814 to John Stauffer, 
Jr.whose father's land joined that of her father George Worman, 
Jr.Their daushter,Nancy Worman Stauffer was married in Blairs, 
ville,Pa., May 5,1836, to Michael Bash Hartzell.(For Michael

"Rudolph Schellenberger and his brother were of the 33 
patriots who met at the meadow of Grilth in November,1306,and 
laid the foundations of Swiss liberty. They were proprietors 
of a well-known mountain in the Ganton of Uri in Switzerland, 
called Schellenberg. From this the family and the name are 
derived with some changes in orthogravhy." (Quoted from 
NATIONAL CYCLOPEDIA OF AMERICAN BICGRAPHY, Vol.II, p.357) 


Ulrich Schellenberger and his family were among 70 Pala- 
tines and families, about 300 persons in all, who arrived in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, September 30th, 1727, on the ship 
Molly, from Rotterdam, last from Cowes. The men over 21 years 
of age were taken to the Court House where they took the Oath 
of Allegiance. (Reference: RUPP'S 30,000 NAMES OF GERMAN IMMI- 
GRANTS) 


With Ulrich Shallenberger were his wife Maria and his old- 


est son, John. The name of Hans Jerge Schellenberg appears on 
the list also. As the dates of births of his other children 
are uncertain, they also may have accompanied ee to America.

OBITUARY OF CATHERINE (BASH) HARTZELL 


larch 15---In Woline,Rock River Conference, at the residence of 
her son, Nichael Hartzell, Catherine Hartzell, widow of Adam 
Hartzell---who died ten years ago--and daughter of Martin and 
Gatherine Bash. 

Ve believe mother Hartzell was born in Pennsylvania,as we 
find her youth and early life were Spent in Westmoreland county 
in that state. She was amons the ploneers of that then new coun- 
try; remembered many scenes of Indian troubles; but would dwell 
With delight upon her early experiences in religion. The family 
to which she belonged were of the first fruits of Wethodism in 
that country. On the first day of the year 1800 she was joined 
in matrimony to her partner in life and then removed to another 
part of the country. The people of her choice were not to be 
found conveniently, and she joined the Lutherans. With them she 
remained till the year 1831, when herself, her husband, and most 
of their large family were brought to a Saving acquaintance with 
the blessed Redeemer. In 1835, the parents, with most of the 

. Children and grandchildren, immigrated into Rock Island county, 
Ill., then altogether a new country. Here the family and a few 
Kindred spirits were formed into a Glass. Mother Hartzell almost 
closed her threescore years and ten, and did patiently wait till 
her deliverer came to take his exile home. During the last wint- 
er she failed under the weight of many years of toll and anxiety, 
till the 12th of March, from an apovlectic attack. She sunk fast 
and spoke but little; but when roused. to Sensibility, she gave 
the fullest assurance that all was well.

She was accustomed for some time after her conversion, in 
the face of strong: opposition from her father, to walk, on Sab- 
bath morninge,ten miles to attend class and return in the same 
way,uvon the same day, and yet her seat was seldom vacant. She 
has been known to go, on foot,thirty miles to attend quarterly 
meeting, arriving in time on Saturday for the morning sermon, 
and after service to walk six miles to get dinner and find en- 
tertainment during the meeting. She was married to George Smith 
April 26,1803, and in the same year,with her husband,removed to 
Jefferson county,Ohio. Here,in company with her devoted husband 
she became a member of one of the first Methodist societies 
ever formed in that part of the state, and many were the way- 
Worn itinerants and other Christian pilgrims who obtained re- 
freshment and rest under their hospitable roof. While enduring 
the privations and difficulties incident to the early settlement 
of Ohio, the firmness of her faith was exemplified by many deeds 
worthy of those of whom the apostle ways "the world was not wor- 
thy". In all relations of daughter, sister, wife, mother, and 
friend, she was graceful,affectionate and kind. She reared to 
maturity ten children, all of whom embraced religion and became 
members with her, of the same church---two of them preceeded 
her to the better land. Her life was a beautiful commentary upon 
her profession, and her death the apvendix of her faith.

J.D.Rapp of Kinsley observed his 85th birthday anniversary 
Thursday by trying to find a spot he could recognize in Dodge 
City from his residence here more than 50 years ago. He got his 
“directions turned around coming into Dodge City and was not able 
to recognize a single place. | 

Mr. Rapp was a stone mason here from 1879 until 1899. He 
came to Ford county in 1877 and homesteaded neap Dodge City and 
then moved to town. He laid the cornerstone of the first city 
hall in Dodge City. He helped build the stone home occupied by 
Mrs .Elizgabeth Schmidt and family, 112 East Vine street, for the 
Muell family 51 years azo.Bill Hessman had the building contract 
and he was employed by Hessman.Ee recalls when Dr. T.L.MeCarty 
planted the first tree in Dodge City and put up a windmill with 
Which to water it. 

Mr. Rapp's brother, John Rapp,Jr. was a lumberman in Dodge 
City, and the O'Neal place at 809 Avenue A, was the Rapp home. 
Another brother, Andrew Rapp, operated a hotel in Kinsley. J.D. 
Rapp is the only survivor of the three pioneer brothers. He HOln=. 
ed the Odd Fellows lodge in Dodge City in 1882. 

He went from here to Pueblo and later to Spokane, Wash., 
where he made his home until last November, when he went to Kins- 
ley to make his home with his two neices, Myrtle Rapp and Mrs. 
Hoops. They brought him to Dodge City to observe his birthday.

Bishop Joseph C. Hartzell, while an extraordinarily interesting 
personality, is not one difficult to analyze. To an unusual de- 
gree he combined the two elements necessary to success in such 
@ field as native Africa - vision and practical wisdom. Bishop 
Hartzell had such a vision of the potentiality of the African 
land, the Africa he loved and the peovle he loved for Christ's 
Sake, that at times in speaking of the veldt, the kraals, the 
Susceptabilities of the native races, he almost soared into rap- 
Body; he did rise to the uplands of prophecy. But it was all the 
While accompanied with shrewd, practical common sense Which nev- 
er failed to realize that 

Heaven is not reached at a single bound; 

We build the ladder by which we rise 

From the lowly earth to the vaulted skies, 

And we mount to its summit round by round. 
Bishop Hartzell understood well that the ladder up Which the in- 
digenous races must climb was Stone, heavy, crushing to many, 
Marked with bloodmarks, the old story of human evolution. To ~ 
that he did adjust himself. He took over farming utensils, plows 
hoes, seeds, tools for a machine Shop, and even fonts of type 
and a "Washington" printing press. In a building the great Cecil 
Rhodes gave him he started a Simple shop or school - and how it 
worked out! 
In teaching those races to build their “ladder", he himself was 
the builder of men, the builder of a ladder which will one day 
reach from "the lowly earth" of the veldt and the jungle "to 
the vaulted skies" in the empyrean of which the white masters 
of mankind now stride and think and invent and pass their laws. 
it may be, it is, far off; but not go long in the future as the 
pyramids are in the past. 
Bishop Hartzell and this writer often talked of the potentiali- 
ties of the Bantu blood. He believed in it; we believe in it. A 
close study of those who use the Bantu speech shows a vower of 
mind that only needs the chance, the spur, the encouragement to 
begin that long climb which the Aryans began ages before the 
founding of Rome; ages upon ages before mythic Troy;which devel- 
oped into India and in long later ages into Sparta and Athens. 
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With God a thousand years are but as a watch in the night. And 
Bishop Hartzell believed in the Watcher of man as the friend of 
the jungle and the men still beneath the actual beginnings of 
Civilived conditions. The first start, the first rung in the 
"ladder" is agriculture and on that rung of the ladder Bishin 
Joseph C. Hartzell gave his life to help those unborn put 

their feet. . 

Bishoo Hartzell knew what he was about. He saw the rainbow in 
the sky. He had the friendship of the empire builders who see. 
The cabinets in Downing Street,the home of Cecil Rhodes, sought 
his experience. He was known for what he was in European chan- 
celries than in many an annual conference in the United States. 
The facts of Bishop Hartzell's life are told on page fifteen of 
this issue. They are the headlines of Chapters, as interesting © 
quite, as that chapter we have sketched above. He went into the 
Far South witn his eyes wide open. It was not guesswork; it was 
vision and faith, vision and shrewd common Sense, which, with 
him went hand in hand. Some months ago this writer was in New 
Orleans. Bishop Hartzell had Just concluded a visit at New Or- 
leans University(one of our great colored schools) and had tak- 
en his leave. President Kriege did not cease Sveaking of the 
most keen enjoyment with which the bishop lived over his years 
there, the founding of the Advocate,which still issues the best 
church vaper for Negroes in the United States; he walked about 
the great buildings of the University; and his pleasure amounted 
to ecstacy. We noted the fountain Just between the pavement ana 
Our colored church where he and irs. Hartzell worked under such 
obstacles.The fountain is an humble memorial by which our color- 
ed members would perpetuate her memory, whose life was a foun- 
tain of blessings to them. ' 

Often Bishop Hartzell and this writer conferred about his writ- 
ing a history of our work anong Negroes of the Far South. It is 
@ long time since emancipation. The older generation had already 
preceded Bishop Hartzell behind ana beyond that curtain from 
Which comes no sound. He collected the materials. He did consid- 
erable writing. Certain epocs are in Shape for the printer. But 
our observation is that the machinery of the mind is apt to slow 
down after one is seventy and tomorrow is rather a move winning 
road than today. 

Someone should be charged with completing the work. Rust, Crogan, 
Taylor, are gone. And the second generation is also fading from 
the picture. Some place, a fireproof vault at Gammon should be 
the resting place of these archives, and one day that material, 
digested and appraised,should find its way into the light of day. 
What an occupation for Hamilton or Thirkfield who not only lived 
during those years but who’ themselves were part of the story. 
One thing, wh have long thought it, and one day we spoke of it 
to him: Bishop Hartzell's heart ought to be buried in South 
Africa, at Rhodesia or Inhambane. For there it belongs.

When the news was flashed over the wires, September 6, that 
Bishop Hartzell had just died in Christ Hospital,Cincinnati,oO., 
there was real sorrow in many Methodist homes. His death was 
due to the injuries he received when he was bound and beaten 

by robbers in his home at Blue Ash near Cincinnati,O., June l. 
Qn account of his age he could not survive the shock. He was 
born in woline,I11., June 1,1842, and was therefore in his 
eighty-seventy year. Few men in “ethodism have made an equally 
outstanding record.He sought a good vreparation for his life's 
work by being graduated from Illinois Wesleyan University and 
Garret Biblical institute. His scholarship was soon recognized. 
He received the degrees of M.A. and D.D. from Illinois Wesleyan 
University; the degree of D.A. from Allegheny College; and that 
of LL.D.from Grant University and Hedding College. ‘while he was 
at Garret Biblical Institute he indicated his character by res- 
cuing four men from drowning in Lake Michigan. For this act of 
heroism he was highly honored by the citizens of Byans ton,” Et 1. 
He was pastor at Pekin, Ill., 1869-70. He was then transferred 
by Bishop Levi Scott to New Orleans,La. where he was the past- 
or of the St.Charles Avenue Church 1870-73. He was the Presid-. 
ing Elder of the New Orleans District 1873-1882. He was the 
founder and editor of Southwest Christian Advocate 1872-1882. 
In 1882 he became the assistant secretary of the Freedman's Aida 
and Southern Educational Society and continued until 1888 when 
he became corresponding secretary and served for eight years. 
If he had closed his life's work in 1896, his name would be rem- 
embered for many years. The constructive work he did during that 
period can never die. No Secretary of any of our boards was 
more welcome at any of our annual conferences. 


When Bishop Taylor retured in 1896 the General Conference tum- 
ed to Dr.Hartzell as the man of the hour to superintend the work 
in Africa. He served in that difficult fiela for twenty years 
and then retired on account of his age. Under his leadership 
there were remarkable changes. The twelve foreign missionaries 
were increased to ninety-five; the native teachers and preach- 
ers were increased from ninety-five to over 400; the church aem- 
bers grew from 4,000 to 17,000; the forty-nine schools with an 
enrollment of 3,000 increased to 271 schools with an enrollment 
of 14,709; and the value of the church property increased from 
975,000 to. $500,000. Whoever writes the history of our work in 
Africa must give much space to the great achievements of Bishop 
Hartzell. The church was ever ready to honor him for his valua- 
ble services. He was a member of the General Conferences in 1876, 
1880, 1884, 1888, 1892 and 1896. He was a member of the Ecumeni- 
cal Conferences in 1891,1901 and 1911. The Republic of Liberia 
made him a"“Knight Commander of Order for Redemption of Africa". 


Funeral services were held in Trinity Church, Cingannati,.O., 
and were conducted by Bishop Theodore S. Henderson. Bishop Hart- 
zelj] was buried in Rosehill Cemetery, Chicago, where his wife, 
two sons and a daughter areburled, and the services there were 
under the direction of Dr. John Thompson of Chicago Temple.
